ICE FORMING ON CRAFT 


Fog Cuts Down Visibility From 
Airship, Reporting From Near 
Franz Josef Land. 


OFF ON TWO-DAY FLIGHT 


Crews Get Craft Away From 
Spitsbergen in Bright Weather 
‘to Head for Lenin Land. 


By ‘The Associated Press. 

ROME, May 15.—The dirigible 
Italia has reached hitherto unex- 
plored parts of the Arctic, accord- 
ing to a radio message from General 
Umberto Nobile, received by the 
Stefani News Agency here.’ No: land 
had been sighted up to 9 P. M. 
Greenwich time, when the message 
was sent. ‘ 

The message said that the. dirigible 
had become heavy with -icé*which 


formed on its side during: the flight 


through fog and an adverse wind 
had cut the speed of the;great ship 
down to 50 kilometers. } Otherwise 
the dirigible was proceeding satisfac- 
torily toward its present goal ‘of 
Lenin Land. EE a 

The message read: ear 

‘‘At twenty-one hours our position 
is 81.29 north latitude, 35-50 east 
longitude. For.some hours we have 
been cruising over unexplored area 
between Spitsbergen and Franz 
Josef Land. Flying 150 to 200 meters 
(altitude) under fog. Radius of visi- 
bility about ten miles. Wind .con- 
trary, of about thirty kilomptegs: ¥e-. 
locity, reduced our speed fo ‘Rbout 
fifty kilometers. Fog caused ice to 
form with noticeable heaviness of 
dirigible. 

“Everything else is all well. 
trace yet of land. The ice ck is 
more compact than at North Cape 
and it appears most favorable to our 
progress.’’ 

_A radio message sent by General 
Nobile at 6:45 P. M., about five hours 
after the Italia left Kings y, said 
that all was going well. The dirigi- 
ble, a little more than an hour after 
the start, encountered fog which 
lasted for an hour and a half and 
consequently flew below it at a 
height of 150 meters above the sea. 
The visibility ranged from two to 
fifteen kilometers, allowing the crew 
a ne view, this message 
said.

Fine Start Made From Spitsbergen. 
Wireless to Tums New Yors Times. 
KING’S BAY, Spitsbergen, May 
15.—The dirigible Italia started on its 
flight of polar exploration at 1:20 
o’clock this afternoon. 
In crisp golden sunlight that was 
like the Springtime of another clime, 
General Umberto Nobile got his craft 
under way, after motor trouble had 
delayed the flight for several hours. 
She headed northward and was vis- 
ible for a long time above the ice 
edge. The Italian airship may strike 
for Lenin Land instead of Green- 
land, as was originally planned. 
Several days of bad weather had 
locked this port and delayed the 
flight attempt, but it clearing during 
the night. Early this mornin

was still blocked by ice 800 
the jetty. But twenty-five Nor- 
wegians, en by General Nobile, 
broke up é floe with dynamite, 
permitting the vessel to. bring its 
cargo and fresh water alongside.

The start was the second attempted 
since the Italia reached this place.

PARIS, May 15.—Reports of a 
kind which usually turn out to 
be well founded are circula‘ing in 
Paris that the Nobel Peace Prize 
will be awarded to Secretary 
Kellogg this year for his work in 
forwarding world peace. 

The granting of the award is 
now in the hands of the Nor- 
wegian Parliament and a decision 
will,not be made until the month 
of November. 

It is stated, however, with au- 
thority that the Nobel Committee 
has already decided that Secre- 
tary Kellogg’s attitude and action 
in proposing a treaty for the out- 
lawry of war designates him as 
the outstanding figure among 
those working for world peace.

BRITAIN’S AIMS EXPLAINED 


Cushendun Says She Wants 
Each Signer of Treaty Left 
Free to Interpret ‘‘War.”

_.LONDON, May 15.—While welcom- 
ing in principle the Kellogg treaty 
for the renunciation of war ‘‘as an 
instrument of national policy,’’ the 
British Government hopes to obtain, 
with the signatures of the six great 
powers, collateral declarations telling 
what interpretation each nation 
places upon the agreement it is 
signing. 

This indication of the turn treaty 
negotiations are going to take be- 
fore an agreement is concluded was 
given ‘by Lord Cushendun, British 
representative at the League of Na- 
tions Council today, in a discussion 
in the House of Lords, 

Lord Cushendun also revealed that 


the Kellogg proposal when it was 
first broached to the British Govern- 
ment had encountered some doubts 
and hesitation due to the uncertaint 
of the Foreign Office whether it 
might or might not conflict with ob- 
ligations Britain had undertaken un- 
der the Covenant of the League and 
the Treaty of Locarno. 

The jurists consulted by the Brit- 
ish Government had differed in their 
views. It was only after the speech 
of Secretary Kellogg specifically re- 
assuring members of the League that 
the. American nee in no way 
conflicted with their previous obliga- 
tions that the British Government 
saw its way clear to cooperate fully 
with the United States in writing re- 
nunciation of war as a national pol- 
icy into the body of international law. 


Say Speech Does Not Suffice. 


There are still some declarations 
needed, more formal than a speech 
by the Secretary of State, in the 


British view to make the treaty some- 
thing more than a mere expression 
of peaceful intentions. Every one is 
familiar, Lord Cushendun reminded 
the House of Lords, with the differ- 
ence between the views expressed as 
to the intention of the authors of 
any document and the actual inter- 
retation of the document itself, once 
t is signed. 

“It is for that reason,’’ he said, 
“that his Majesty’s Government 
wishes not to put any reservations 
into the treat but to place on rec- 
ord in some formal and accepted 
manner the views expressed by the 
different Go ernments as to the doc- 
ument they are signing. There are 
methods known. to diplomacy where- 
by that ma be done without inter- 
fering in any way with the accept- 
ance of th: document itself.” 

«he House of Lords’ discussion of 
Secretary Kellogg’s proposal was 
elicited by a motion of Lord Reading 
asking ‘‘prompt and favorable con- 
sideration’’ of the proposals of the 
United States by the Government 
and resolvin~ that the Government

SHANGHAI, May 15. — An official 
apology by General Chiang Kai-shek, 
the Nanking commander-in-chief, 
the punishment of General Ho Yao- 
tsu, commanding. the Nationalist 
forces first to enter Tsinan-fu, and 
compensation for the damage suf- 
fered by Japanese residents during 
the recent Chinese-Japanese hostili- 
ties in the vicinity of Tsinan-fu, are 
among the demands that Japan. is 
making preliminary to settling the 
difficulties arising out of the present 
Shantung problem, according to a 
semi-official dispatch from ‘Tokio 
published here this evening. 

General Ho Yao-tsu already. has 
been cashiered at General ‘Chiang 
Kai-shek’s behest. However, regard- 
ing the demand that the géneral- 
issimo apologize and otherwise admit 
Chinese guilt in the Tsinan-fu af- 
fair considerable doubt is prevalent. 

No word has come from, Nanking 
as to whether the Nationalist. Goy- 
ernment has received final ‘notifica- 
tion of the Japanese demands. Allof 
the officials in Shanghai proceeded 
to the capital yesterday to attend 
an extraordinary session of the Gov- 
ernment Council] today. Hence the 
reaction to Japan’s initiative in pre- 
senting claims prior to, negotiations 
is not yet known. 

Boycott Already Fa ing Out. 

It is understood that the Japanese 
further assert that the Chinese must 
agree that there shall be no further 


opportunity for their troops to mo- 
lest the Japanese and must cease 
spreading anti-Japanese propaganda, 

rticularly in Shantung. As a mat- 
er of fact, Nanking is seeking to 
stop the anti-Japanese . movement 
from s ding over the country an 
the initial radical outburst, presaging 
a wide boycott, is ay althougn 
feeling continues to be high. 

The conference at Nanking today is 
reported to be facing a crisis within 
the Kuomintang, the Nationalist po- 
litical organization, possibly fore- 
shadowing vital Cabinet changes, at 
least in the portfolio of the Foreign 
Minister. The opinion is growing that 
General Hwang-fu will lose that. post 
as a result of the Tsinan-fu incident, 
but there is opposition to changing 
at this juncture, the Conservatives 
preferring to wait at least until the 
capture of Peking. 

Furthermore, a report that General 


Chiang Kai-shek has offered to re-|. 


sign if the Nationalist Government 
wishes to hold him responsible for 
the Shantung trouble is ining 
credence. But it is believed that the 
Generalissimo will receive a vote of 
confidence and will be ordered to 
proceed with the expedition against 
the North. 

Chiang hurried to Nanking from 
the front last night aad is attendin; 
the parley despite the pressing ne 
of his presence to direct the drive 
on Peking. This is regarded as in- 
dicating the critical nature of the 
Nationalist Government’s meeting. . 

The attitude of Marshal Feng Yu- 
hsiang remains a question, although 
his friends insist that the so-called 
“Christian General’ is a firm sup- 
porter of Chiang Kai-shek. Feng is 
al important figure in Nanking af- 
fairs, however, with considerable sup- 
port among members of the Kuomin- 
tang who desire to see him made 
Generalissimo.

Dr. Lough, ‘Floating College’ Head, Quskad ; 
By N. Y. U., Sues for $100,000 Damages 





Dr. James E, Lough, who. headed 
the ‘floating college’? which made 
an educational tour of the world last 
year, has been ousted as Professor 
‘of Experimental Psychology and 
Method at New York University. He 
has declared himself mystified as to 
the cause of his dismissal. 

The ousting of Dr. Lough, who had 
been connected with the ‘university 
for twenty-seven years, was revealed 
yesterday in a complaint in a suit for 
$100,000 filed by him against the uni- 
versity on the ground that his dis- 
missal was illegal and unjustified. 

‘Perhaps some of the members of 
the University Council thought I had 
a little too liberal policy in certain 
matters of education,’’ said Dr. 
Lough, ‘‘but I have been unable to 
learn the rea] reason. The answer 
to my suit has been served, but it is 
merely a general denial and sheds 
no light.’’ 

Harold O. Voorhis, Secretary of the 
university, referred inquiries. to its 
attorney, Ralph Folks, who would 
make no statement. But it was said 
on behalf of the university that such 
action would not .have en taken 
without good’ reasons, which would 
appear when the case was “‘threshed 
out fully.”’ 

‘Dr. Lough said he had no reason 


to believe that his connection with 
the “college cruise,’’ which toured 
the world on the Ryndam with 500 
students, had anything to do with 
his dismissal. Former Governor 
Henry J. Allen was one teacher on 
the trip. 

In his complaint, Dr. Lough as- 
serted that the initia: action against 
him was taken last September, a few 
months after the “floating college’ 
had concluded its tour. This was 
supplemented, he alleged, on Nov. 21, 
when the council adopted a resolu- 
tion ending his connection with the 
university and halting his salary on 
Nov. 30. Dr. Lough asserts in the 
complaint that he received no notice 
of any charges against him. 

He goes on to tell of signing a:new 
contract in 1925 to serve as Profes- 
sor of Experimental Psychology at 
$7,200 a year. 

Dr. Lough said yesterday that he 
had been on leave of absence during 
the Ryndam tour. He said his time 
since his dismissal had been spent 
preparing for a new. cruise on Sept. 
19. He said that only men students 
would be taken this year. 

Dr. Lough is a graduate of Har- 
vard. Before coming to New ‘York 
he taught in the State Normal Schoo 
at Oshkosh, Wis. :

The Transcontinental Air Trans- 
port Inc., the new air and rail sys- 
tem which will cut travel time be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific” to 
less than forty-eight hours, will be 
extended: eventually, its backers be- 
lieve, to include most of the prin- 
cipal cities in the United States. The 
publication yesterday morning of the 
news of the formation of the new 
company, in which the Pennsylvania 
and Atchison railway systems will 
have an important part, was followed 
by announcements of more detailed 
plans from.C. .M. Keys, President of 
the new company, who also -heads 
the Curtiss Aeorplane and Motor 
Corporation, and’other backers. > ' 

Confiience in the. project was indi- 
cated by the rise of the stocks of the 
two air companies mentioned as in- 
terested. Curtiss Aero, which has 
risen steadily from the low point of 
the year of 53%, advanced yesterday 
from 159 to a high of 169%, a net 
gein of 145% points. 

The shares of Wright Aero, which 
reached the low of the year on Feb. 
27 of 69, moved up 17% points yester- 
day and closed at the new high of 
214. The gain in part was attributed 
to plans announced at the. close of 
tlL.> market for a new issue of 50, 
shares. 


Ford Engineer on Board. 


After explaining some details of 
the new system yesterday Mr. Keys 
made public the list of directors of 
the corporation, disclosing that Wil- 


liam B. Mayo, chief engineer of the 
Ford Motor Company, who is also in 
charge of the design and building of 
the big Ford trimotored transport 
planes, was a member. 

At the same time it was learned 
in Detroit that the Ford plant was 
at work on twenty of the all-meta!

Geneeral, Vice 
president of the National Air Trans- 
port, which operates the Eastern 
Division and the Chicago-Dallas Di- 
vision of the Transcontinental Air 
Mail, is also a director of the new 
company. Colonel Henderson said 
yesterday in Chicago that it was ex- 
pected that the new service would be 
started within six or seven months. — 

Won’t Ignore the Airplane. 

The sponsors of the new system 
are convinced that cooperation with 
the railroads is necessary if the full 
possibilities of air transportation are 
to be realized. General W. W. Atter- 
bury, President of the Pennsylvania, 
was quoted yesterday by one of those 
interested in the enterprise as having 
said that the railroads, which once 
ignored automobile buses, now formi- 
dable competitors, would not make 
the mistake of ignoring the airplane.

Is Expected as Start 
of Big Project.

President Will Name Civilian on 
Board to Draft Mississippi 
River Scheme. 


$325,000,000 OUTLAY SEEN 


Reid for Committee of Congress 
Praises Executive’s ‘Fairness’ in 
Enactment of Measure.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge today approved the 
Flood Control bill. His action will 
at once be followed by steps carry- 
ing forward a project which will cost 
at least $325,000,000 and possibly 
much more. 

An initial appropriation of an 
amount somewhere between $10,000,- 
000 and $25,000,000 will be carried in 
the Second Deficiency bill soon to 
be reported to the House for the’ plan 
of flood control about to be initiated 
under Federal auspices. 

Major Gen. Jadwin,. Chief of the 
Army Corps of Engineers, has 
recommended that an appropriation 
of $25,000,000 be made available to 
begin the work of flood contro! along 
the Mississippi River. In his budget 
message last December, the Presi- 
dent indicated that he _ believed 
$10,000,000 would be ample to start 
-flood control work, but that was pre- 
dicted on the assumption that local 
communities would share the cost. 
In the act approved today, practical- 
ly the entire cost will be on the Fed- 
eral Government. 


Engineer Now to Be Appointed. 


Another preliminary step to be 
taken by virtue of the cuthority 
conveyed by the new act will be the 
selection of a civilian engineer, who, 
with the Chief of Army Engineers 
and the President of the Mississippi 
River Commission, will constitute a 
board to consider differences be- 
tween the Jadwin plan and the Mis- 
sissippi River Commission plan for 
flood contro] and make recommenda- 
tions to the President. 

The board will have no other au- 
thority; the project finally approved 
by the President will be carried on 
by the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion. 

Announcement was made by the 
President that he would choose an 
engineer entirely unconnected with 
the territory affected, so that he. 
might be free to make decisions 
without embarrassment to loc !l as- 
sociations. The President intends, 
he said, to select a man who is_ ‘t- 
standing in his pr fession. 

The signing of the. act was hailed 
by flood control advocates at the 
Capitol as ‘“‘an epoch in the history 
of the United States.”’ 

In New Orleans, where flood con- 
trol means the prospect of elimi- 
nating a constantly recurring dan- 
ger, ere was to be a large cele- 
bration, which was to be echoed 
along the river as far as Criro, IIl., 
at the head of the project. 

Representative Reid, Republican, 
of Illinois, Chairman of the Flood 
Control Committee, who had been in 
conflict with the President over the 
principle of local contributions and 
was largely instrumental in prevent- 
ing the outright adoption of the 
Jadwin plan recommended by the 
President, was disposed to give all 
credit to Mr. Coolidge. 


Reid Lauds President’s A.itude. 


“The fairness with which Presi- 
dent Coolidge has approached the 
consideration of this subject, his dis- 
position fully and adequately to pro- 
tect the people and the land of the 
lower valley against the recurrence 
of such a disaster as that which 
visited them in 1927, coupled at the 
same time with his care to throw 
proper safeguards around the Treas- 
ury of the United States, have won

Harry N. Price, at one time on a 
Washington newspaper, is the editor 
of the weekly which Mr. Price said, 
has 100 paid subscribers, although 
from 5,000 to 10,000 copies are pub- 
lished. The editor frankly admitted 
that Politics is anti-Hoover because, 
he ‘explained,.Mr. Hoovér ‘is rot con- 
sidered ‘‘a good American,”’ nor is 
he, Mr. Price added, a good Repub- 
lican. Everybody else who is run-

Says Hoover Foes Bought Copies. 


Questioned by Senator Bratton, Mr. 
Price admitted that thousands of 


copies of the paper had been re- 
printed for Minnesota circulation, 
and paid for by Alexander Macken- 
zie, who, he understood, was the 
manager of the Lowden campaign in 
that State. 

Other copies were sent into Ohio, 
where they were paid for by Willis 
headquarters, in Columbus. [n In- 
diana, Mr. Price added, Bert Thur- 
man, manager for Senator Watson, 
had Politics mailed to 200 Hoosier 
newspapers, and severa] thousand 
copies were circulated in Nebraska 
during the campaign for delegates in 
that State. Mr. Price said that since 
it started some months ago the paper 
has been losing an average of a 
week. Mr. Hale, he added, meets all 
the losses. 

Before Mr. Hale became a prohibi- 
tion agent in 1922 he was an actor, 
the witness declared. Mr. Hale will 
have a chance to tell his story prob- 
ably next week. 

The witness said that severai 
weeks ago Hale told him he was 
threatened with expulsion from the 
country in the event that Hoover 
was elected President. Accurding to 
what Hale said, the threat, Price tes- 
tified, was made by- George Aker- 
son and Lawrence Ritchie of Secre- 
tary Hoover’s personal office staff 
in the Department of Commerce.

WANTS BOXES IMPOUNDED. 


Judge Carey Charges Democrats 
Voted as Republicans. 


Judge Robert Carey of Jersey City, 
one of the four candidates for the 
Republican nomination for Governor 
of New Jersey, made a formal de- 
mand upon Attorncy General Kat- 
zenbach for the impounding of the 
ballot boxes in Jersey City on the 
ground that 30,000 fraudulent ballots 
had been cast by Democrats in the 
Republican primary there yesterday. 

Judge Carey made this demand im- 
mediately upon receipt of returns 
from the first Jersey City district 
to report, the First District of the 


¥ » which gave Carey 15 
and -State Senator Morgan F. 
Larson 108. Judge Carey declared 
that this. return was. disproportion- 
ate when it was considered that 
Senator Larson was unknown in Jer- 
sey City and that he himself was 
a resident. He added that only 
seven of those who voted for Sena- 
tor Larson voted the entire ticket on 
the ballot, and charged that Frank 
Ha: had issued orders to Demo- 
cra to vote in the Republican 
primary for Senator Larson for Gov- 
ernor and for former Governor Ed- 
ward C. Stokes for Senator. 
The charge of interference in the 
Republican primary was denied by 
yor Hague. ‘It’s the same old 
cry,’’ he said. ‘‘We have enough to 
do in our own primary without med- 
dling with Republican contests.”’ 
Judge Carey, who attacked the 
Hague Jersey City Democratic ma- 
chine during his campaign, said ‘that 
former Senator Joseph S. Freling- 
huysen also had asked Attorney Gen- 
eral Katzenbach to impound the bal- 
lot boxes. on the same grounds.

MORRIS ASKS MAJORITY 
OF 600,000 UP-STATE 


Chairman Tells Brooklyn Young 
Republicans Will Be Needed 
to Elect Ticket. 





George K. Morris, Chairman of the 
New York, State Républican Com- 
mittee, addressing the Brooklyn 
Young Republican Club last night at 
a dinner in the Crescent Athletic 
Club, declared that to elect a Repub- 
lican ticket next Fall the party must 
name the best possible slate of 
“clean, aggressive and experienced 
candidates’’ who could come down to 
the city line with a majority of 600, 
000 votes. Mr. Morris defended his 
stand for an unpledged delegation to 
the national convention on _ the 
ground that to do otherwise would 
destroy party harmony and endanger 
both national and State tickets.

WICKERSHAM UPHOLDS 
STATE GOVERNMENT 


In Speech by Radio He Deplores 
Tendency to Pass Duties to 
Federal Authorities. 





The Civil War put a final stap to 
the efforts of States to seize the 
powers of the Federal Government, 
but the problem of today is to induce 
the States to stop abandoning their 
powers and obligations to the Fed- 
eral Government, said George W. 
Wickersham, once Attorney General 
of the United States, who spoke last 
night over WJZ. 

‘In -modern times,” said Mr. 
Wickersham, “there has been a 


marked tendency to devolve upon the 
national Government the perform- 
ance of duties which the States find 
onerous, or to accomplish quickly 
reforms or changes in social order 
which the States are slow to pdopt. 

“One example of this is furnished 
by the Eighteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution, forbiddi the manu- 
facture or sale of intoxicating bever- 
ages—a subject which is quite foreign 
to the scope of the Constitution as 
the framers of that instrument con- 
ceived it. The National Treasury 
also presents a tempting object for 
the peoples of the different States to 
dip into, particularly. of those States 
whose contributions to the national 
tax levy is small in comparison with 
the whole or with those of other 
States. Hence the passage of many 
laws by Congress appropriating 
moneys for purposes which the 
States themselves should provide— 
such, for example, as roads and 
schools. 

“While. the. organization- of- the ne-

tional Government under the Consti- 
tution may be, and often is, more ef- 
ficient than that of the Government 
of certain of the States, this affords 
no valid reason for departing -from 
the fundamental principles .upon 
which the Government of the Consti-

KIDNEYS CEASE TO FUNCTION 


Danger Resides in These Organs as 
Reich Foreign Minister’s Diges- 
tive Affections Improve, 


By LINCOLN EYRE.

BERLIN, May 15.—The condition of 
Foreign Minister Gustav Strese- 
mann continues to be recorded of- 
ficially. as “‘serious.’’ For the last 
twenty-four hours it was learned-in 
an authoritative quarter tonight, the 
patient's kidneys have ceased to 
function altogether and the status of 
his heart is extremely critical in con- 
sequence. From the same source it 
is ascertained that a crisis ‘is: ex- 
pected inside of thirty-six hours by 
the Minister’s physicians, who hope 
that he will survive it but are less 
confident than they were last night. 

The’ official bulletin issued tonight 
reads: ‘‘In the condition of Foreign 
Minister Stresemann a change has 
occurred to the extent that the stom- 
ech and intestinal affections have 
improved. The disturbance in the 
action of the kidneys continues, how- 
ever. The temperature is 37.6 (99.7 
Fahrenheit) and the pulse is 80. 
The nature of the illness must still 
be regarded this evening as serious.”’ 

The bulletin bears the same three 
signatures—Professor Zondek and 
Drs. Gisevius and Schulmann—so no 
additional medical advice has been 
sought. Their opinion. was formu- 
lated after a conference in Dr. 
Stresemann’s residence lasting from 
8 to almost 10 P. M., after which, 
according to a spokesman for the 


Foreign Office, they all went home 
for the night. 


‘Patient Suffers Acutely. 


Their retirement is interpreted in 
the Wilhelmstrasse as negativing the 
existence of immediate danger. 

The amelioration in the condition 
of the abdominal organs is regarded 
in medical circles as secondary in 
importance to the menacing disorder 
of the kidneys, which are now entire- 
ly disabled. Up to this morning it 
had been hoped that at least one of 
the kidneys would be restored to op- 
eration. today.. The. other; it has now 
become known, has. been in a debili- 
tated state for some months, if not 
years. 

Dr. Stresemann’s suffering as a re- 
sult of these diseased organs has 
been. considerable throughout the 
day. It is stated that he has shown 
marked courage and optimism, how- 
ever, and despite his physical weak- 
ness has even cracked jokes with his 
wife and the doctors. eS 

The manifestations in the. gastric 
region described in last night’s :com- 
muniqué as having the. semblance of 
typhoid are understood to be caused 
by bacilli probably carried ‘through 
foodstuffs. They are of frequent oc- 
currence in cases of this: Kind and 
are not particularly grave. pe 

President von Hindenburg inquired 
about the Minister’s condition sev- 
eral times in the course of the day 
through ‘Dr. Meissner, his chief sec- 
retary. . Chancellor Marx and other 
members of the Cabinet were _ in- 
formed hourly of the latest develop- 
ments. Only Frau Stresemann an 
the Minister’s medical attendants 
are admitted to the patient’s bed- 
room. 


Received Mental Treatment. 


The reason why Dr. Frederick 
Gisevius was called into consultation 
last night was revealed today by an 
intimate friend of the Foreign Min- 
ister. Dr. Gise ius is a well-known 
physician, but a general practitioner 
and, medically speaking, not a 


specialist. He specializes, however, 
in what might be termed psychologi- 
cal treatment, a form of mental or 
telepathic science which serves to 
stimulate the patient’s spirit and 
strengthen his resistance to the prog- 
ress of disease. 

By his methods, which are de- 
scribed as neither occult nor hyp- 
notic, but simply the forceful -pro- 
jection of cheerful and resolute con- 
fidence, the will power essential for 
the spiritual struggle against physi-

The fact that he passed last night 
without a change for the worse, 
however, was considered an en- 
couraging sign. This morning he 
was able to take a slight amount of 
liquid nourishment, which his stom- 

d been unable to retain for 
several days previous. 

For the past four years Dr. Strese- 
mann’s health has been unsatisfac- 
tory. Congenitally afflicted with a 
heart of less than normal strength, 
he has also had to combat an affec- 
tion of the thyroid glands and kid- 
ney inflammation. is throat also 
grew subnormally tender.and he be- 
—_ more susceptible to severe 
colds. 

His family consultant, Dr. Schul- 
mann, urged him to go to Egypt for 
a long period for recuperation after 
his bronchial illness in January. The 
Minister rejected this advice, how- 
ever, on the plea that his official 
duties would not permit a prolonged 
absence and he went instead tc the 
Riviera where, after a month, he de- 
clared himself fully recovered. 


Wife Urged Him to Rest. 


Neither his doctors nor Frau 
Stresemann agreed with him and 
continued to press him to take an 
adequate rest cure. The writer was 
present at Heidelberg ten days a 
when the Minister’s wife besought 
him to abandon part of his cam- 
paign program and remain there 
with her for a few days of complete 
repose. 

e smilingly declined on the 
ground that his obligation to his 
party necessitated his active partici- 
pation in the campaign and added 
that he felt unusually well, as, in- 
deed, he looked at the time. The 
next day at Mayence, however, 
where he delivered an election speech, 
he became indisposed. 

It was on that trip that he is sup- 
posed to have eaten the bad meat 
which, rine | to the first diag- 
nosis, poisoned his stomach and in- 
testines. Whether this poisoning 
really was ca Soe for his illness 
now. appears, however, to be doubt- 
‘ul, 

There is more likelihood that it was 
due to the patient’s general internal 
debility and was precipitated by the 
arduous toil and long journeys im- 
posed on him by his electioneering 
activities. _ 

As the Tagliche Rundschau, the 
organ most devoted to his interests, 
emphasizes, Dr. Stresemann un- 
doubtedly sacrificed his bodily well- 
being to the demands of his high 


‘office and to party leadership. The 


press generally has urged him, since 
his illness, to give himself ‘‘several 
months’ vacation after he 
emerged victorious, from his present 
battle with diseasé.’’

At the county caucuses one-third of 
the approximately 175 delegates to 
the State convention were instructed 
for Frank O. Lowden, former Gov- 
ernor of Illinois, or were known to 
come from districts where the senti- 
ment for him predominated. 

Hoover supporters had contented 
themselves with making a.fight for 
an uninstructed delegation, and they 
regarded the selection of such a dele- 
gation as a victory. 

Lowden supporters, however, 
claimed several members of the dele- 
gation and it appeared likely that the 
State’s vote at the convention might 
be split between the two candidates.

COOLIDGES GUESTS 
AT FIRST CAPITAL 


Watch Annapolis’ Pageant De- 
picting Resignation of Wash- 
ington From Army Command. 


VISIT COLONIAL MANSIONS 


Streets of City Are. Thronged With 
Inhabitants in Costumes of 
Revolutionary Days.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., May 15.—With 
President and Mrs. Coolidge as its 
guests, Annapolis commemorated to- 
day those momentous periods in 
American history when it was the 
capital of the nation and the seat of 
the Continental Congress. The in- 
habitants revived in costume and 
pageantry the eventful days when 
Washington surrendered his commis- 
sion as Commander-in-Chief of the 
Continental Army to Congress and 
when the Annapolis Convention of 
1786 met to take the steps which led 


to the Constitutional Convention of 
1787 and the framing of the Consti- 
tution. 

Arriving by motor from the capital 
of today, and preceded by motor 
policemen, the President and Mrs. 
Coolidge found themselves on reach- 
ing College Creek bridgc in the 
capital of yesterday, with its people 
garbed as they were on that other 
occasion of long ago when a stage 
coach brought General Washington 
to their doors. There stood the 
pp coach in which in the pageant 
depicting his arrival, General Wash- 
ington was to ride. Arrangements 
had been made to drive the Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge to the State 
House in this very coach, but the 
President deemed it more fitting to 
respect tradition and reserve the 
coach for the Washington of the 
pageant. 


Arrive in Midst of Pageant. 


The pageant that commemorated 
the convention of 1786 and incidental 
episodes had been under way for 
three hours when the President and 
Mrs. Coolidge arrived, but the scene 
had lost none of its Colonial color. 

As they motored to the State 
House they passed streets filled with 


men in satin coats, knee breeches 
and periwigs and women in hoop- 
skirted silks and satins. Colonial 
streamers decorated homes whose 
foundations date back to’76 and the 
tree-shaded campus of St. John’s Col- 
ee Saseente’ a picturesque mixture 
fe) ontinental soldiers, cavaliers 
and beaux and belles. 

On his arrival at the State House, 
where he was met by Governor 
Ritchie, John Hays Hammond, Mrs. 
Bladen Lowndes and others of the 
Reception Committee, the President 
received a salutation engraved on 
archment. It was presented by 
ayor Charles W. Smith.

Washington’s Resignation Re-enacted 


George Forbes of Baltimore, played 
the role of General Washington and 
Mrs. Forbes that of Martha Washing- 
ton. General Lafayette was among 
the historic figures portrayed as was 
Francis Scott Key. 

Then several historic homes, such 
as the -.iammond-Harwood house, 
built by Mathias Hammond in 1770, 
and also the Chase home, were vis- 
ited. There the. President’ found 
“‘General’ Washington’ and _ his 
friends in the dining room studying 
a map, drinking whisky and smok- 
ing long-stemmed clay pipes. 

The whisky had the color of Scotch 
but was only ginger ale, Governor 
Ritchie, who accompanied the Presi- 
dent, commented. Every detail of 
the scene was reproduced as it had 
happened nearly 150 years ago—all 
save the whisky. 


Punch Without a Kick. 


At the Chase house the characters 
who had frequented it in Colonial 
times were represented by Mr. and 
Mrs. John Harrison, Randolph Car- 
roll,.Mrs. John Philip Hill, Mr. and 
Mrs. Edwin Warfield, Mrs. lsie 
Craft Hurley, Miss Mary Bokee and 
Miss Mildred Persons. 

There was no lack of conviviality, 
although the decanters were filled 
with ginger ale. For punch, ginger 
ale, with a coating of white of eggs, 
was served. 

The Presidential party next visited 
historic St. John’s College, the 
campus of which, studded with lin- 
dens and catalpas, stands on a slope 
overlooking. the Capitol and the 
homes of men who were famous in 
Revolutionary ays. There the Presi- 
dent was received by the Faculty and 
he reviewed the pageant. 

This ended the visit and President 
and Mrs. Coolidge drove away amid 
cheers. They stopped at the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion, where Mrs. Cool- 
idge presented a bouquet of flowers 
to Mrs, Ritchie, the aged mother of 
Governor Ritchie. 


ALABAMA GIVES HOOVER SIX. 


District Conventions Add to Three 
Delegates Previously Elected. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 15 (4).— 
Alabama Republicans meeting in six 
district conventions today chose six 
delegates to the National Republican 
Convention pledged to support Secre- 
tary Hoover for the Presidential nom- 
ination. Three other Alabama dis- 
tricts in previous conventions had 
instructed their delegates for Mr. 
Hoover, giving him nine of Ala- 
bama’s fifteen votes. 

Only one of the six districts failed 
to support Hoover. The Tenth Dis- 
trict named an ‘uninstructed delegate. 

The only remaining district will 
hold its convention tomorrow pre- 
ceding the State convention, in which 
four delegates-at-large will be named. 





EXPLORERS IN ALASKA. 
_ FIND HUMMINGBIRDS 


Stoll-McCracken Museum Expedi- 
tion Observes Them on Island 
in Sab-zero Weather. 


Wireless to THs New Yoru Times. 

ON. BOARD. THE SCHOONER 
MORRISSEY ‘(bearing the Stoll-Mc- 
Cracken Expedition to Siberia) May 
15.—Our most interesting event to 
date has been the observance of a 
large mumber of bald eagles through 
the inside Alaskan Passage. 

This fact disproves recent reports 
that the great bird, which is our na- 
tional emblem, is being exterminated. 
The report started from the fact that 
a bounty is given by Alaskan Terri- 
torial Government for bald eagles. 

We have aboard one specimen with 
a seven-foot spread secured for the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. We were also able to examine 
the inside of this catch and found it 
contained part of the intestines of a 
deer. 

A curious sight was seen during our 
two days’ stop at Chickagof Island in 
Icy Straits. ere were no less than 
eight hummingbirds about the land- 
ing when we came ashore. This de- 
spite the fact that all surrounding 
mountains were covered with snow, 
and there were occasional] snow flur- 
ries in the valleys. Of course, the 
temperature around was below 
freezing. 

In addition to the above, we have 
secured one rare porpoise, together 
with a few birds and land mammals 
for museum groups. However, the 
work is not really started and won't 
be until we strike the Siberian coast. 

The Morrissey is now heading 
across the Gulf of Alaska for Isanot- 
ski Straits and Port Moller. All well 
aboard, iy + the expedition’s bull- 
dog, which has had a bad case of 
seasickness. 

Captain Bob Bartlett of the Morris- 
sey asked particularly t his 
mother in Newfoundland be told of 
how he is getting along. 


Under the leadership of Harold Mc- 
Cracken, explorer and animal pho- 
tographer, the Stoll-McCracken Si- 
berian Expedition igs cruising off the 
coast of Alaska and Northern Siberia, 
where the party will collect new spe- 
cies and rare mammals for the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory and explore little known sec- 
tions of the two countries. Mc- 
Cracken and his party are on the 
schooner Morrissey, the master of 
which is Captain Robert A. Bart- 
lett of polar fame. 


DR. ANDREWS WOUNDED 
ON ASIAN EXPEDITION 





Maseum Gets Message Saying He | §: 


Was Shot in Leg, but Is 
Convalescent. 


Roy Chapman Andrews, leader of 
the Mongolia expedition, has been 
wounded, but is convalescent, ac- 
cording to a cable message received 
yesterday by the American Museum 
of Natural History from Walter 
Granger, paleontologist with the mu- 
seum’s expedition. 

The message read as follows: 

Andrews shot, left leg. Not per- 
manently injured. Convalescing. 
Others well. New important dis- 


coveries. Expedition soon moving 
Western Gobi. 


Officials at the museum declared 
they had no means of knowing 
whether Dr. Andrews met with this 
aceident in the course of his work or 
whether it was a stray bullet of 
brigands. They said there is some 
relief from their anxiety, however, 
in the knowledge that he will have 
the care of the able surgeon of the 
expedition. 

News was received at the museum 
on April 27 that the expedition had 
passed safely through the danger 
4 which is infested with brig- 
ands. 

‘For two years the Central Asiatic 
expedition has been awaiting an op- 
portunity to enter Mongolia again 
to make further search for ‘‘the 
cradle of the human race.” This 
year it’ is planned to pass south of 
the Altai Mountains and into West- 
ern Gobi. 





Lithuania Celebrates Independence. 

KOVNO, Lithuania, May 15 .— 
The tenth anniversary of Lithuanian 
independence was celebrated today 
with a* national holiday. Amnesty 
was proclaimed for political and 
other -.prisoners.

OPEN IRVING HOUSE 
AS CITY MEMORIAL 


Patriotic Builders Dedicate Old 
Building in Irving Place as 
Society’s Headquarters. 


TO LAUNCH DRIVE FOR FUNDS 


Seek: $250,000 for Restoration and 
Americanization Work With 
Publicity Bureau. 


The quaint little house on the 
southwest corner of Seventeenth 
Street and Irving Place, which tradi- 
tion associates intimately with the 
closing years of Washington Irving’s 
life, was formally opened yesterday 
afternoon as the headquarters of the 
Nations! Patriotic Builders of Amer- 
ica, of which Mrs. William Cumming 
Story is President. 

The house has been restored not 
only as a city memorial, and to pro- 
vide offices and a centre for the 
Patriotic Builders, but also to per- 
petuate American ideals. According 
to the announcement and the ad- 
dresses made at the opening, the 
house is to be made available to any 
organization which finds instruction 
and inspiration for the present gen- 
eration, and perhaps a check upon 
some of the subversive social phi- 
losophies of today, in the American 
culture and statemanship of Irving’s 
time, 


Mrs. Story, who presided at the 
patriotic program preceding the 
musical numbers and reception, has 
loaned for the house a piano of the 
Empire period, a large mirror and 
several mantel ornaments which be- 
longed to her grandmother, Mrs. 
Eliza Van Vredenburgh James, who 
knew Irving and whose home years 
ago was located in West Fourteenth 
Street between Seventh and Eighth 
Avenues. 

The program opened with.an invo- 
cation and blessing upon the house 
by the Rev. Dr. Henry Darlington, 
rector of the Church of the Heaven- 
ly Rest.

British Expedition Uncovers T ools, 
Ornaments and Pottery in Graves 
of Badarian Epoch. 





Wireless to Tue New YorRK TIMES, 

LONDON, May 15.—Finds of great 
archaeological interest in settlements 
and cemeteries of an earlier date 
than any previbusly known have re- 
warded the researches which are be- 
ing conducted in Middle Egypt, south 
of Assiut, by the British Museum 
expedition. 

Guy Brunton, leader of the expedi- 
tion, reports that the discovery of 
250 Badarian graves has provided a 
number of objects which give a clear 
ae ag of this very early, little 

nown epoch. That the Badarians 
were older than the pre-dynastic 
Egyptians and not an influx of con- 
temporary peoples was demonstrated 
by the finding of undisturbed pre- 
dynastic graves immediately over 
those. of the Badarians. : 

In the Badarian graves pottery in 
quantities, some of it finer in ware 
and finish than that of any other 
period, has come to light. One 
amulet on.a body apparently repre- 
sented a hippopotamus, and if so it is 
the earliest figure of that animal. 

From the .Badarian settlements 
have come a large series of flint in- 
struments, polished stone axes, bone 
tools and, most surprising of all, 
many fragments of trumpet-mouthed 
vessels, usually known as beakers, of 
black pottery bearing incised pat- 
terns filled in with white. These are 
considéred by some as_ connected 
with the Neolithic beakers of West- 
ern Europe. 

Most important of all is the fre- 
a occurrence of Badarian grain, 

e date of which unquestionably 
shows that even in this remote epoch 
agriculture was practiced.

TLOWDEN WARNS EAST 


OF FARM UNREST 


Tells. Interviewers Here That 
Republicans Cannot Ignore 
Sentiment in West. 


FORESEES A REAL FIGHT

Thinks Party Can. Win Without 
New York—Doubts Opposition 
From Administration. 


EXPLAINS HIS 1924 ACTION 


Declined Second Place Because He 
Thought He Could Be More 
Useful Elsewhere. 


Farm relief will be the outstanding 
issue in this year’s campaign and 
Republicans in thé East cannot af- 
ford to ignore the farm unrest in 
drafting their. platform nad nominat- 
ing candidates, according to Frank 
O. Lowden, candidate for the Presi- 
dential nomination. 

Without conceding that Governor 
Smith could carry New York, Mr. 
Lowden in reply said he thought the 
Republican Party could win without 
New York. He said that he himself 
had assurance of 251 votes, or almost 
one-fourth of the votes in the con- 
vention. He expressed the opinion 


that it would be an ‘‘open’’ conven- 
tion, with the nomination made in 
the open and not in a smoke-filled 
toom, and the belief that he could 
enter the convention without the 
handicap of opposition from the Fed- 
eral Administration, even though he 
had differed with President Coolidge 
over the McNary-Haugen Farm Re- 
lief bill. 


Explains 1924 Action. 

It was the first interview given by 
Mr. Lowden in the East since he has 
been a conspicuous aspirant for the 
Presidency. Next to his differences 


with President Coolidge over farm 
relief, the thing most frequently ad- 
vanced by Eastern Republicans as 
an obstacle to his nomination, is his 
refusal to run for Vice President 
with Mr. Coolidge in 1924. He de 
fined for the first time in an inter 
view the reasons for that action. 

“T didn’t want to become Vice 
President, because I had far-reach- 
ing responsibilities in connection 
with a number of agricultural soci- 
eties and organizations working for 
effective farm relief,’ he said. ‘‘I 
felt that I could be more useful by 
remaining out of an office which, 
while taking all of one’s time, would 
not afford opportunities for effective, 
active service .in that_cause.’’ 

Having previously made a positive 
declaration that he. would not ac- 
cépt the nomination, he said, he felt 
he could not in honor pursue any 
other course but decline. 

“Had you not committed yourself 
in advance, would you have accept- 
ed?’’ Mr. Lowden was asked. 

“*Yes,’’ he replied. .‘‘I -hold_ the 
office in the utmost respect, I re- 
garded that unsought nomination as 
a great honor and, of course, I had 
every desire to be of service to my 
party.”’ ' 

Ex-Governor Lowden was talking 
to a room full c* reporters at his 
suite in the Hotel Biltmore just be- 
fore going to the afternoon’s bas. 
ball game with his friend, ex-Judge 
Kenesaw M. Landis, czar of base- 
ball. Ex-Judge Landis occasionally 
was appealed to by Mr. Lowden’ to 
rule on questions which he had char- 
agterized as ‘‘foolish’’ or ‘‘unfair.”’ 


Avoids Prohibition Issue. 


There was no indication of evasive- 
ness except once. That was when 
ex-Governor Lowden was asked how 
he regarded prohibition, among the 
issues of the campaign. 

Mr. Lowden said that prohibition 
Pwas not an issue in the West and 
that the important problems con- 
fronting the country were economic. 
That was about all Mr. Lowden was 
willing to say on prohibition, and he 
listened to other questions on that 
subject with an air of impatience. 

“I think the Republicans will rise 
to their great opportunity at Kansas 
City and nominate a good ticket,’ 
Mr. Lowden said. “I need hardly 
say that I expect the. nomination to 
be made in open convention and not 
in a smoke-filled room in the early 
morning. Moreover, I am willing to 
concede that the convention wil] act 
with restraint and discretion, and 
that is one reason why I am hope- 
ful of getting the nomination. But 
if the convention can find a better 
candidate than myse'f I would ex- 
pect the convention to nominate 
him.’’ Suggestion was made that the 
Administration at Washington was 
regarded friendly to his opponent, 
Secretary of Commerce Herbert 


“The Federal Administration, of 
course, will be a factor in any de- 
cision reached at Kansas City,’’ he 
replied, ‘“‘but I do not expect to 
see the nomination a matter of out- 
side dictation. Some in the present 
Administration are friendly to Mr. 
Hoover, and I can find no fault with 
that. But I have observed no un- 
friendliness to me, and I have no 
reason to believe that the President 
has expressed or wil] express a pref- 
erence for any candidate.”’ 

He was asked if it was not reason- 
able to believe that his stand for the 
McNary-Haugen bill. which President 
Coolidge had vetoed, had created 
some unfriendly feeling for him in 
‘the Administration. 

“No; why should it,’"’ he asked. ‘I 
suppose this is an issue which the 
Republican Party must meet square- 
ly in this campaign. And, may I 
point out, the amended bill has not 
been vetoed bv President Coolidge, 
at least, as yet. If every one who 
believes in the McNary-Haugen bill 
is to be read out of the Republican 
Party there will not be much of a 
Republican Party left in the West.” 


Says He Avoided Enmities. 


Reverting to his own pre-conven- 
tion. campaign, ex-Governor Lowden 
said that he has kept out of States 
with favorite sons because he want- 
ed to be elected if nominated. 

“T have felt right along that the 
Republican Party will have a real 
fight on its hands this year,’’ he 
said. “if I am nominated I shall 
expect to win, and if I am _ not, 
then my troubles are over. A candi- 
date cannot very well go into a State 
and make a fight against a favorite 
son and incidentally a State organ- 
ization without leaving bad feeli 
and bad blood which will come bac 
to plague him and the party during 
the campaign. 

He said he expected this State 
would send some friendly delegates

witz they were the principal con- 
tributors to Governor Smith’s pre- 
convention campaign fund. 

The witnesses have accepted ser- 
vice except Mrs. Moskowitz, who had 
not been heard from up to adjourn- 
ment. Joseph F. Guffey, Democratic 
National Committeeman for Pennsyl- 
vania, will be on hand tomorrow. He 
is a Smith supporter. ; 

The editor of Politics, when called 
to the stand, admitted that the in- 
corporation of the paper under the 
laws of Delaware was a “‘dummy”’ 
transaction in that the owner is Mr. 
Hale. There was no denying, Price 
admitted, that Politics is bitterly 
anti-Hoover. 

“Who is Hale? Is it true that he is 
a former prohibition agent?’’ Sena- 
tor Steiwer inquired. 

“TI think he is,’’ replied Price, ‘‘but 
he had a lot of money before he be- 
came one. He was an actor and 
made lot of money that way.” 

Mr. Hale was in the prohibition 
service in New York for five years 
until about April of fast. year, when 
he resigned, the witness . 
The paper has lost about $10,000 to 
date and the deficit has been met 
by the owner, who, the editor argued, 
believes the paper has a future and 
is willing to stand the loss. 

‘‘Was it established with the pur- 
pose in view of opposing the can- 
didacy of Secretary Hoover?’’ Sena- 
tor Bratton asked. 

‘"Not in the beginning. It was due 
to me. In the very beginning I fig- 
ured if we opposed somebody we 
might get somewhere. Besides, I did 
not think Hoover was a good Ameri- 
can, I did not think he was a Re- 
publican and I did not like his can- 
didacy.’’ 


Tells of the Primary Campaign: 


Before the Minnesota primary, 
Price said, he received a request 
from Alexander Mackenzie in St. 
Paul for republication of a certain 
issue of Politics. The sum of $250 
was paid to the paper and many 
thousand, perhaps as many as 100,- 
000, reprinted copies were circulated 
in Minnesota. 

The witness informed Senator 
Bratton that he thought Mr. Mac- 
kenzie was ‘‘Governor Lowden’s 
manager.’’ The check in payment 
for republication, he explained, was 
signed by Mr. Mackenzie. 

During the Hoover-Willis campaign 
Price said, ‘‘quite a batch’’ of the 
papers were used in Ohio. They 
were sold to the treasurer of the Wil- 
lis committee in Columbus. The wit- 
ness did not recall his name, but 
said a check for $500 was received in 
payment. 

Copies of the paper were sent to 
about two hundred newspapers in In- 
diana, Price added, at the instance 
of M. Bert Thurman, who is Senator 
Watson’s campaign manager in In- 
diana. 

‘‘We were as much interested in 
beating Hoover in Indiana as Senator 
Watson was,’’ the witness said. 

In Nebraska, Price said, 3,000 of 
the papers had been brought by Mirk 
Woods, subsequently elected a dele- 
gate at large, who was opposed to 
Hoover. In West Virginia, where Mr. 
Hoover is battling against Senator 
Goff for the delegation, the Senatcr, 
Price said, has recently ordered 400 
copies of the paper. 

‘Did Hale retire voluntarily from 
the prohibition unit?’’ Senator Bark- 
ley asked. 

“T cannot tell you, but I think he 
resigned at about the same time Gen- 
eral Andrews did,’’ was the reply. 

At that time Hale, he said, was 
acting supervisor in charge of the 
Division of Alcohol Control. The 
witness added that Hale was a Re- 
publican who ‘“‘has been interested, 
as a good American, in politics for a 
long time.”’ 

“Did Hale ever tell you that he 
would be Prohibition Commissioner 
in the event the election went a cer- 
tain way?’’ the witness was asked. 

‘‘He never did. I don’t think under 
any circumstances he would ever 
consent to go back into that service,’’ 
replied Price. 

Harold Goldman, a New York 
lawyer who is attorney for Mr. Hale, 
explained that Hale was publishing 
Politics in the hope that out of it 
would emerge a news service or 
as he put it, ‘‘a political Associated 
Press,’’ that would cater to. small 
newspapers. It was Goldman who 


said that Hale's only other business | as 





except publishing Politics is his in- 
terest in the promotion of a mineral, 
spring in Mexico. 


Lockwood Called to the Stand. 


George B. Lockwood, one of the 
Hoover leaders was called as a wit- 
ness. He described his position at 
Hoover headquarters as head of a 
committee ‘which might properly be 
termed the ‘‘committee on correspon- 
dence,” originated to keep head- 
quarters in touch. with Hoover or- 
pg pre throughout the country. 

r. Lockwood..said.he.was a volun- 
teer worker without salary. 


Hoover’s behalf, Mr. Lockwood testi- 
fied, received a salary. The salaried 
man, whose name is McIntosh, is 
in West Virginia. 

Asked regarding the statement 
made yesterday by Senator Watson, 
that Hoover advertisements had ap- 
peared in all the Indiana newspapers, 
Mr. Lockwood said it was his under- 
standing that about half of the ex- 

ense incurred in Indiana, which has 

m estimated at $40,000, was for 
nemepnies: advertising. 

Wi . Hays; Mr. Lockwood de- 
clared, had never taken active part 
in behaif of Mr. Hoover. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Hays, he said, had op- 
posed Mr. Hoover’s entrance into 
Indiana. He had had several talks 
with Hays before Hays sailed for 
Europe and one with him since his 
return. On the day that Hays’s.con- 
nection with the Continental Trading 
Company bonds was disclosed, he 
talked with him over the telephone. 
At the time Hays was in California. 
The talk, he insisted, had no relation 
to the political fortunes of Mr. 
Hoover. 

While Mr. Hays was in Europe, 
Mr. Lockwood had several talks with 
Hays’s secretary in New York, most 
of the conversations relating to the 
advisability for Hays to hasten his 
return to this country as a result of 
disclosures before the Senate Teapot 
Dom? Committee. 


Gave Up a $15,000 Salary. 

He was associated with Hays in 
the motion picture industry, Mr. 
Lockwood said, when he resigned to 
help Mr. Hoover. He was receiving 
$15,000 a year and was to have ob- 


tained $18,000 after the first year. 

Mr. Lockwood, who is a former 
Secretary of the Republican National 
Committee, declared he had been al- 
ways interested in politics, and there 
was nothing significant in his sur- 
rendering a $15,000 salary to do what 
he could without pay to help bring 
about Mr. Hoover's nomination. 

Claudius Huston, former Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce, the witness 
said, had been, and is very active in 
support of Hoover. Mr. Huston had 
raised a fund the witness had been 
told, but he could not tell how much. 

Mr. Lockwood disclosed that the 
Hoover Committee in New York and 
in California had financed the distri- 
buticn of ‘literature’ and other data 
in behalf of Mr. Hoover in other 
States. Senator McMaster of South 
Dakota, interpreted this as an ad- 
mission that James W. Good, an- 
other Hoover leader, when on the 
stand last week, had failed to tell the 
whole story of the Hoover activiti- 
ties. If such was the case, it was 
unintentional, Mr. Lockwood said. 

As he was about to leave the wit- 
ness chair, Mr. Lockwood called at- 
tention to the Roosevelt primary 
fund of the 1912 campaign. To 
that fund, he said, Dan R. Hanna 
of Cleveland contributed $177,000. 
George W. Perkins $122,000, William 
Flynn of Pittsburgh, $144,000, and 
the late Frank A. Munsey of New 
York, $118,000. 

Former Governor S. R. McKelvie 
of Nebraska, a volunteer witness, 
said he had read that Senator Nor- 
ris had testified he expended only $6 
in the Nebraska campaign. He esti- 
mated that the Norris-Lowden-Dawes 
forces spent $20,000.

MAY FORM NEW CENTRE 


Most of Them Are Serving Their 
'| © First Term, Which Adds to Un- 
certainty as Session Nears.

PARIS, May 15.—Efforts are being 
made to mould the newly elected 
Chamber into something like coherent 
parts before the session begins June 
1. In so far as the various groups 
‘definitely represent political parties 
the case is clear and there is no 
difficulty. But the strange situation 
has arisen that those who are not 
definitely attached to any political 
party are numerically the strongest. 
This situation is causing no little 
uneasiness to all parties. These mem- 
bers were elected as supporters of 
Premier Poincaré’s financial policy. 

Some of them incline to the Left 
and others to the Right. Many of 
them are entirely new to the Cham- 
ber. No one really knows om what 
side they are going to sit and how 
they are going to vote on political 
issues. They have no shepherd and 
each party is seeking to entice them 
into its fold. 

Efforts have been made to form 
them into several little groups 
according as to whether they show 
Right or Left tendencies. Now it is 
being proposed that the whole mass 
be amal ated and a real Centre 
group of between 100 and 110 i 
ties formed under the leadership 
of André Tardieu. This group, which 
would be labeled the ‘‘Left Repub- 
licans,’’ would form the central pillar 
of the. present union Government’s 
majority and would perhaps prepare 
the way for the Premier’s successor 
should he at any time be forced or 
desire to resign. 

By then end of this week it is be- 
lieved that some kind of order will 
have been evolved out of the present 
chaos. Party aspirations, however, 
are running high, and higher than 
a Premier or the Government de- 
sires. 

The Right, which made important 
numerical gains in the election, is 
anxious to have one of its members, 
gretershiy André Magimo, elected 

resident of the Chamber in succes- 
sion to the present occupant, who is 
a Socialist. 

Other sports of victory are being 
sought, and unless this strong cen- 
tral group is formed before the 
Chamber opens there may be very 
apparent signs that the Govern- 
ment’s union is not entirely adhered 
to by the Government’s followers.

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LOCK OF PERRY’S HAIR 
PRESENTED TO JAPAN 


Ambassador. Gives Tokio Other 
Relics on Behalf of Commodore’s 
New York Descendants.

TOKIO, May 15.—Tribute was paid 
to the moral effect of America’s 
pacific policy in the Far East today 
when Japan accepted a lock of hair 
and other relics of Commodore Mat- 
thew Calbraith Perry for national 
keeping. 

Japan is the only Asiatic country 
which America has opened, and noth- 
ing could be more suggestive of the 
success of America’s method 
the fact that the relics of the Com- 
modore, whose warships performed 
the feat in July, 1853, should be 
cherished in Japan instead of his 
own land. 

The relics were handed over by 
Ambassador Charles MacVeagh and 
accepted by Prince Tokugawa, who 
declared that Commodore Perry’s 
peaceful diplomacy had done more to 
open the Orient to. trade than other 
nations had accomplished by force. 

The relics will be kept in the-Im- 
perial Museum as the nucleus of a 
national collection of memorials. 


TOKIO, May 15 ().—Presentation 
of relics of Commodore Perry, con- 
sisting of a piece of gold braid and a 
button from his uniform, a brooch

BRITISH SHOW NEW BOMBER 


Speedy Plane Hits Exact Mark 
With Torpedo of Nearly a Ton. - 
Wireless to THE NEW YoRE TIMES, 
LONDON, May 15.—A further stage 
of development of air craft for 
coastal defense and naval offense 
was reached today when the Black- 
burn Ripon II, fitted with a 500- 
horsepower Napier-Lion engine, flew 
over the Humber River and dropped 


a torpedo weighing nearly a ton at 
an appointed mark in the presence 
of Air Ministry officials and Amer- 
ican and other foreign attachés. 

The machine accommodates an ob- 
server as well as a pilot and mounts 
a machine gun in the rear cockpit. It 
can fly more than two miles a min- 
ute, carrying a load of one and a half 
tons; can climb to several miles 
above ground level at high speed, 
flying slowly at practically stalling 
speed, and be controlled when actual- 
ly stalled. 

A demonstration of a new fighter 
which until today was on the Air 
Ministry’s secret list also was given. 
It is a Lyncock single seater, with 
a 200-horsepower engine, and is an 
experiment to show that a really effi- 
cient fighter can be produced with 
less than half the engine power 
normally used.

UPHOLDS VACCINE 
FOR TUBERCULOSIS 


French Academy. Finds. Attack 
on ‘‘B. C. G.”’ by Professor 
Lignieres Unconvincing. 


ANIMAL EXPERIMENTS CITED 


Argentinian Holds the Serum Dan- 
gerous, as Bacilli Remained in 
Calves That Died.

PARIS, May 15.—Dr. Albert Cal- 
mette’s anti-tuberculosis vaccine, ‘‘B. 
C. G.,’? retained the approval of the 
Fr nch Acu cemy of Medicine today 
after a second hearing of Professor 
Lignieres of Buenos Aires, who had 
announced he would bring scientific 
data to support his contention that 
the vaccine should no longer be used 
upon babies not directly exposed to 
tuberculosis infection. 

Today’s session was a turbulent 
one, as many members of the Acad- 


emy joined in the discussion and 
the galleries were crowded to capac- 
it. with sp’ tators. pz 'tisars of 
both scientists were - eatedly called 
to order by clére, who was 
pre.iding, upon the ground that the 
discussion concerned onlv members 
of the Academy and was not a sub- 
ject that could be opened to public 
controversy. 

Professor Ligineres revealed at 
length his experiments upon calves 
and ineapigs, which, he stated, 
brought him to the conclusion that 
tuberculosis infection could _ result 
from inoculations with B. C. G. His 
argument, he acknowledged, was 
based upon negative evidence, since 
there was no means of showing de- 
finitely whether the infection came 
from the vaccine or from some other 
sources. 

Since doubt existed, he argued, it 
would be better not to use the vac- 
cine except in cases of infants al- 
ready in danger of infection. Pro- 
fessor Lignieres, however, showed 
that in animals inoculated with 
B. C. G. he had been able to dis- 
cover the vaccine bacillus in au- 
topsies. 

Dr. Calmette was present at the 
session, but did not reply. Professor 
Leon Bernard, head of the tuber- 
culosis clinic, ‘expressed the opinion 
that Professor Lignieres had failed 
to produce the scientific proofs he 
had promised. The fact that the vac- 
cine had been recovered from inocu- 
lated animals showed nothing, he 
said, since it was Dr. Calmette’s con- 
tention that it Was the existence. of 
this mild and attenuated bacillus 
which produced immunity. 

The recommendation - of -Professor 
Lignieres that only’ children in‘ dan- 
ger of tuberculosis should be vacci- 
nated Professor Bernard character- 
ized as absurd, since Koch’s bacillus 
is known to be everywhere, and all 
children soonor or later must be ex- 
posed to it. 

‘“‘There are no children,’’ said Pro- 
fessor Bernard, ‘‘who are not in 
danger.”’ 

Professor Bernard’s . intervention 
excited some interruptions from the 
gallery, as did also a statement by 
M. Vaillard, who declared that, 
though he personally had not con- 
ducted experiments with B. C. G., as 
2 scientist he had expected more con- 
clusive proof than had been furnished 
by Professor Lignieres,._ - 

In the Academy this was the gen- 
eral impression after the third ses- 
sion in which this controversy has 
raged. At last Tuesday’s meeting 
Dr. Calmette, who is Assistant Direc- 
tor of the Pasteur Institute, pre- 
sented statistics in defense of his 
vaccine, which is the product of his

versy,’”” he said. ‘‘All parties have 
spoken with one mind.” 

After some years of relative absten- 
tion from the peace efforts in Geneva 
and elsewhere, he said, the United 
States has now come forward ‘‘with 
the most important ‘peace proposal 
and greatest step forward that has 
yet been taken.”’ 

The. comparative failure of other 
proposals and other agreements to 
give Europe the sense of security 
essential to disarmament and perma- 
nent ce he laid to the fact that 
America was not a party to these 
conventions. 

“Until America comes in and takes 
her part nations will feel some lack 
of confidence, not in the intentions 
of those who are signing the treaties, 
but because,. so long as America 
stands without, there is an incalcu- 
lable force upon which it is impos- 
sible to reckon.”’ 

That is why, he said, he considered 
the United States’ proposal the 
“greatest forward movement that 
had yet been made in the pursuit of 
world peace.’’ 

Lord ‘Reading’s declarations that 
the primary principle of British for- 
eign policy was to ‘‘maintain and en- 
hance friendly relations between the 
United States and this country,’’ 
drew warm applause from the Lords. 
So did the tribute of Lord Parmoor 
to the peaceful spirit of the Ameri- 
can people, on which, ‘‘even more 
than on paper, the world can rest 
its security for peace in the future.’’ 

Then Lord Cushendun, replying for 
the Government, objected to the res- 
olution as implying criticism for gov- 
ernmental delay and lacking in pre- 
cision, inasmuch as it did not accu- 


‘rately reproduce the terms of the 


draft. Really, ‘‘nobody should com- 
plain, no matter how much care is 
taken to make sure the meaning 
which we attach to this treaty is the 
meaning other people attach to it,”’ 
he said. He cited the questions of 
a nation’s right to self-defense or a 
nation’s right to fulfill obligations 
under such treaties ‘as that of Lo- 
carno. 


Cecil Talks on Dominions. 


Viscount Cecil of Chelwood, Lord 
Phillimore and the Archbishop of 
Canterbury closed the debate. Lord 
Cecil declared that it was obvious 
that to take away the right of pri- 
vate’ war was to put international 
law on an entirely new basis. 

“Tt is quite right,’’ he said, ‘‘that 
we should carry with us the assent 
of the Dominions in everything we 
do, but it is quite impossible that 
we can admit that our foreign policy 
is to be always and invariably held 
up until the Dominions express their 
opinions upon it.’’ 





Lord Phillimore, an authority on 


international law, pointed out that 
another question for consideration 
would be the kind of tribunal to be 
set up in place of war to decide in- 
ternational disputes. He trusted that 
the unpopularity of the League of 
Nations in the United States would 
not react upon the Permanent Court 
of International Justice. 


Motion Passes Unanimously. 
LONDON, May 15 ().—The House 
of Lords unanimously adopted a reso- 
lution presented today by Lord Read- 
ing that the proposals for the out- 


-lawry of war presented by the United 


States should have prompt and favor- 


able consideration. 

Godfrey Locker-Lampson, Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, reply- 
ing to a question in the House of 
Commons today said he hoped the 
consultations which were being con- 
ducted by cable between the British 
Government and the Dominions on 
the American proposal for the out- 
lawry of war would be concluded at 
an early date. A reply would then 
be made to the United States. 

Answering another question Mr. 
Locker-Lampson said that the Brit- 
ish obligations to be taken into con- 
sideration in connection with com- 
plete outlawry of international war 
were those assumed under the League 
Covenant and the Locarno Treaty. 
There were also certain treaties 
which fell within the Covenant, where 
the British Government had under- 
taken to fulfill any recommendations 
of the League of Nations for the pro- 
tection of attacked territories. 


Australia Approves Project. 

CANBERRA, Australia, May 15 ) 
—Premier Bruce announced in the 
Federal House of Representatives to- 
day that he had communicated to 
Sir Austen Chamberlain, his hearty 
approval of Secretary Kelloge’s pro- 
posal for the outlawry of war and 
Australia’s desire to be associated 
with the compact. 


Canadian Premier Favors Proposal. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, May 15 (By the 
Canadian Press).—‘‘Good news,’’ 
commented Premier Mackenzie King 


this evening when informed that the 
House of Lords had voted acceptance 
of the proposal of Secretary Kellogg 
for outlawing war. Mr. King ex- 
pressed the view that Canada would 
also accept the proposals when in- 
vited to do so. He believed that the 
feeling throughout the Dominion was 
strongly in favor of so doing. 


Japanese Reply Is Nearly Ready. 

TOKIO, May 15 (#).—Foreign Office 
treaty eperts have virtually com- 
pleted the Japanese reply to the 
American proposal for the outlawry 
of war. Japan generally accedes to 
the principle enunciated in the Ameri- 
can project, but it is understood 
some modifications will be suggested. 
It is expected that the reply will be 
transmitted soon.

DENIES CANCER THREAT 
‘TO WOMEN WHO SMOKE 
Dr. J. C. Bloodgood of Johns 


Hopkins Disputes Statements 
Made at Osteopathic Meeting. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, Md., May 15.—Dr. 
Joseph Colt Bloodgood, noted cancer 
specialist of the Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity Hospital Faculty, was asked 
concerning statements: of surgeons 
made before the Association of Osteo- 
pathic Physicians at Tampa that 
cancer on the lips of women who 
smoke is presenting a serious prob- 
lem. He declared: 

‘‘Women who smoke in moderation 
need not be alarmed. It is only when 
an irritation develops on the lip that 
they should cease smoking. I. have 
also been unable to find any relation 
between the use of paint, powder and 
lipstick and cancer. 

“Every one must pay attention to 
any spot on the skin or mouth that 
is not normal. Cancer does not begin 
in every one of these little skin de- 
fects, but these skin defects are like 
mushrooms, which look alike to the 
ignorant. Some mushrooms are 
dangerous to eat, others are good 
food. 

“If one wishes to be protected 
from death of cancer of the skin, one 
should consult a medical adviser and 
find out whether the skin defect is of 
the dangerous kind. 

“T have seen a number of cases of 
cancer of the lips and mouth among 


women who.use snuff. Cancer in 
women is rare because beautiful wo- 
men do not neglect their skin. If 
any irritation appears they give it 
immediate attention. 

‘“‘Women smokers should ask their 
dentists to carefully examine their 
teeth, feel for sharp edges and to 
look at the mucous membrane of the 
cheek and tongues which come in 
contact with the teeth.’’

On board the liner were four stow- 
aways who, according to Purser 
Henri Villar, had played a successful 
game of hide-and-seek with him for 
the first four days of the voyage.

HAMPTON, Va., May 15.—Aero- 
nautical engineers from all over the 
country met here today to talk about 
drag and lift, slots and control sur- 
faces and all the complex problems 
of the complex business of aviation. 
Over in a corner sat a quiet, studi- 
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ous-looking man, who did not. talk 
but who listened to what he had 
started twenty-five years ago. 

He was Orville Wright and only 
from the deference paid to him could 
he be distinguished from those who 
were in school when he first flew. 

The meeting was the third of the 
aircraft engineering research confer- 
ence called by the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics. It was 
devoted largely to subjects of 
interest to the manufacturers of 
commercial planes and the resources 
of the advisory committee at Lang- 
ley Field, where the most compl 
aviation research apparatus in the 
world is set up, were placed at the 
disposal of the engineers. 


Stresses Commercial Flying. 


The need of study of the problems 
of commercial manufacture, consid- 
ered even more important at present 
than research in military problems, 
was stressed by Edward P. Warner, 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy for 
Aeronautics. Improvements which 
will bring about greater safety and 
comfort in commercial flying, par- 
ticularly in passenger carrying, was 
necessary to meet the apparent im- 
minent expansion of aviation in this 
field, he said, and he urged that all 
the data possible be gathered.

Tick- 
ets will be sold entirely by the rail- 
road companies at their regularly es- 
tablished offices. Passengers’ hand 
baggage will be carried in the air- 
planes and their heavy luggage will 
be cheoked through to its destina- 
ation on the railroad trains.’’

The ice would form in five minutes 


to an extent that changed the whole 
shape of the wing. In colder tem- 
peratures, ice gathered in a form like 
snow, which was easily brushed off 
by changing the angle of the plane. 
If thermometers were placed in all 
cockpits pilots could easily determine 
‘when there was a possibility that ice 


would form in a cloud or in fog and 
avoid the cloud. If that could not be 
done, they might rise a few hundred 
feet higher and get away from the 
cloud. This, he believed, was safer 
in the Winter than going down low 
where the most dangerous tempera- 
tures were encountered.

The law firm of Oppenheim & Hel- 
fant of 885 Brook Avenue, the Bronx, 
and Samuel Seligsohn of 261 Broad- 
way were brought into the testimony 
of the ambulance chasing inquiry be- 
fore Justice Wasservogel yesterday 
by more than a score of witnesses 
who testified to the methods and

JOKER DISCOVERED, HE SAYS 


But Holds Congress Intended the 
Present Act to Protect Local 
Jurisdiction.

‘WASHINGTON, May 15.—Another 
bill designed to limit-the power of 
statutory or other Federal courts in 
dealing with , State or municipal 
questions, arising from the fare con- 
troversy between New York City and 


_| the Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 


pany, was, introduced in the House 
today by Representative LaGuardia, 
It would prohibit a Federal court 
from: stopping the enforcement of a 
State law by injunction while a ques- 
tion at issue is under consideration 
in State courts. . 

“The bill I introduced today,’’ said 
Mr. LaGuardia, “really carries out 


‘| the original intention of Congress in 


preventing Federal courts from 
granting injunctions against the op- 
eration and enforcement of State law 
where the State courts have acquired 
jurisdiction. A joker in the law was 
discovered by Samuel Untermeyer, 
counsel for the New York Transit 
Commission. The intent of Congress 
was clearly to prevent the Federal 
courts granting injunction against 
the enforcement of State law when 
the State Law had acquired juris- 
dittion. 

‘“‘What Congress apparently intend- 


ed to do was to prevent the Federal 
court interfering and stopping the 
enforcement of a State law by in- 
junction when the matter was in the 
State court. All my bill does is to 
rewrite Section 380 of the judicial 
code omitting the joker.”’ 

Today’s bill is intended to supple- 
ment one presented by Mr. La 
Guardia on Dec. 5, 1927, which pro- 
hibits circuit or district Federal 
Judges from entertaining any motion 
to suspend or restrain enforcement 
of orders by a State administrative 
board or commission. The latter bill 
was offered to prevent in the future 
the issuance of orders by a Federal 
statutory court such as that handed 
down in New York permitting the 
Interborough to increase its fare 
from 5 to 7 cents. The same situa- 
tion has arisen in several States, 
notably in Indiana, and Mr. La 
Guardia is endeavoring to persuade 
the States concerned to send repre- 
sentatives here to urge action by the 
House Judiciary Committee.

100 PLANES TO DEFEND 
HAWAII IN MANOEUVRES 


Army Concentrates Air Craft to 
Resist Naval Attack on 
Coast Tomorrow.

HONOLULU, May 15.—The greatest. 


concentration of aircraft ever seen in 
Hawaii is expected at daylight on 
Thursday, when units of the battle- 
fleet now anchored in Lahaina Roads 
will launch a_ simulated attack 
against the Oahu coast defenses and 
the naval base at Pearl Harbor. 

While the dreadnaughts lying off 
the south coast bombard the shore 
positions, planes from Langley Field 
and from the capital ships and cruis- 
ers will attempt to silence the land 
batteries with a barrage of aerial 
bombs. 

Every available army plane and all 
the aircraft stationed at Pear] Har- 
bor wil] be engaged in an effort to 
stave off the invasion. It was indi- 
cated by naval officers today that 
there would be more than 100 planes 
of various types aloft in the ma- 
noeuvres. 

There will be no attempt to land 
troops, theoretically or actually, from 
the attacking ships, as was done dur- 
ing the tactical exercises carried out 
here three years ago. 

The object of the manoeuvres in 
addition to training the officers and 
men of the battle fleet will be to give 
the army personnel experience in the 
control of firing from the Coast Ar- 
tillery fortifications against actual 
naval vessels.

BY FALL AT HOTEL 


Owner of Roosevelt Field and 
Other Hostelries Plunges Out 
Brooklyn Window. 


HE DEVELOPED BABE RUTH 


Garden City Hotel Proprietor Was 
Promoter of «Flying and Golfing 
—Fortune Put at $7,000,000. 


Joseph F. Lannin, wealthy hotel 
proprietor, owner of Roosevelt Field, 
former owner of the Boston Red 
Sox and discoverer of Babe Ruth, 
was killed yesterday morning by a 
fall from ‘a window on the ninth 
floor of the Hotel Granada, Lafay- 
ette Street and Rockaway Place, 
Brooklyn, to the roof of a two-story 
restaurant extension. 

Mr. Lannin, who was 62 years old, 
had been suffering from heart at- 
tacks. The belief expressed by his 
family and his lawyer was that he 
fell through the window as he sought 
to open it outward in order to get 
air. Dr. R. W- Auerbach, Assistant 
Medical Examiner, and Detective 
William Busby both reported that 
Mr, Lannin ‘‘fell or jumped.” 

The window through which he fell 
is a narrow French one, the right 
side opening outward and the left 
side inward. The aperture was only 
fifteen inches wide. There was a 
heat register in front of it. Dr. 
Auerbach said that it was difficult 
to see how a man of the size of Mr. 
Lannin could have gone through the 
window without turning sidewise and 
Squeezing the body rough. As 
there were no witnesses and no cer- 
tain proof of the manner of death, 


both investigators left it an open 
question. 


Believes Death Was Accidental. | 


James J. Dooling of 36 West 
Forty-fourth Street, lawyer for Mr. 
Lannin, said that he believed the 
death to have been entirely acci- 
dental. 

“Mr. Lannin had been suffering 
from heart trouble for six years,”’ 
he said. ‘‘After walking a block 
he would be compelled to stop for 
air. He went today to room 915, 
which was unoccupied, to inspect 
plaster work which had just been 
done. He was the type of man who 
would examine carefully any work 
that was done for him. I believe 
that he felt a heart attack coming 
on and went to the window for air. 
While opening the window he may 
have had a dizzy spell which caused 
him to fall out.’’ 

Asked if Mr. Lannin had any fi- 
nancial worries, the lawyer said: 

“No. He was worth seven or 
eight million dollars.”” — 

r. Lannin, who also owned the 
Garden City Hotel, Garden City, L.I., 
had been living there with his fam- 
ily. He drove to Brooklyn yester- 
day morning to look over the work 
that was progressing on the Gran- 
ada. According to members of his 
family, he was in excellent spirits 
and free from worries. He had only 
purchased the Granada six weeks 
ago and had giver constant attention 
to the repainting and other work 
which he had ordered. 


Woman Saw Body Fall. 


Arriving ~t the Granada yesterday 
at 9:30 o’clock, Mr. Lannin had told 
his chauffeur to wait outside for 
him. Entering the hotel he went to 
the ninth floor where the work had 
been in progress. At 9:45 a woman, 
occupying a room, on the fifth floor, 
telephoned to the office that a man’s 
body had shot past the window and 
struck the roof. E. Thomas Dono- 
hue, the manager, sent out a bellboy 
who came in with Policemen Fitz- 
simmons and Clark, who went to the 
roof over the restaurant. They found 
Mr. Lannin already dead. His head 
and chest had been crushed. 

Mr. Lannin was born in Quebec on 
April 23, 1866. He received a public 
school education and at the age of 
15 started to earn his own living as.a 
bellboy in a Brooklyn hotel. e had 
been a lacrosse player in Canada. He 
made himself over into a baseball 
player in Boston. He was a member 
of the South Boston, one of the lead- 
ae clubs in the country, in 1885 and 
18 * 


Later he became a golfer and a 
great builder of golf courses. Even 
in his later years, when he was in- 
capacitated for hearty exercise him- 
self, he became an enthusiastic pro- 
moter of flying. Three seasons ago 
he had the New York papers deliv- 
erei daily by airplane to his hotel; 
the Balsams, at Dixville Notch. 

During his baseball career Mr. Lan- 
nin was at different times owner of 
the Boston Red Sox and Buffalo, 
New York and Providence teams. 
Ruth was a novice with the Balti- 
more club when Mr. Lannin obtained 
him and developed him into the 
greatest player the rame has known. 
His health had begun to fail in 1916, 
and he sold the Red Sox for $675,000 
and from that time on gave all his 
attention to his hotel and real estate 
business. 

Mr. Lannin leaves a wife, ‘Mrs. 
Hannah Lannin; a son, Paul J. Lan- 
nin, and a daughter, Miss Dorothy A. 
Lannin. , 

His body was taken to the Garden 
City Hotel. A solemn high requiem 
mass will be celebrated on Friday 
morning at 10 o’clock in St. Joseph’s 
Church, Garden City, by the Rev. 
Francis J. Healy, pastor of the 
church. Burial will be in the family 
ye in St. Brigid’s Cemetery at

Contracts to Utilize Talking 
Picture Apparatus Signed With 
Western Electric Unit. 


1,000 THEATRES INVOLVED 


Paramount Group, Metro-Goldwyn 
and United Artists Among Those 
to Acquire Rights Till 1944. 


J. E. Otterson, President of the 
Electrical Research Products, Inc., a 
Western Electric subsidiary, an- 
nounced yesterday that contracts had 
been signed by Mr. Otterson’s com- 
pany which mean the adoption of 
the Western Electric system of talk- 
ing pictures by the major motion pic- 
ture producers.

Other Contracts Under Way. 


The producers who signed con- 
tracts yesterday will use the name 
Movietone for their productions in 
which sound is used, it was an- 
nounced, In addition to the forego- 
ing, First National Pictures, Inc., 
recently announced its adoption of 
the Western Electric System and its 
lan to undertake an active produc- 

ng program, while contracts are be- 
ing propared with Universal Pictures, 
Inc., and Keith-Albee-Orpheum.

Three Automatic Beacons Are 
Installed at Danger Points 
on Long Island Sound. 

















SHOW EXACT POSITION 


Commerce Department Provides 
Them as Means of Check-Up 
on Dead Reckoning. 


Three new radio beacons on Long 
Island Sound were put into opera- 
tion yesterday by the Lighthouse Ser- 
vice of the De ment of Commerce 
to guide all ships having the neces- 
sary equipment in fogey weather, 
according to Frank Ockenfels, 
Assistant Lighthouse tf erintendent 
of the Third District, with headquar- 
ters on Staten Island. It is hoped 
that these ‘‘invisible lighthouses’’. 
will prevent such ag 2 as befell 
the steamer Robert E. Lee, which 
ran aground on March 9 off Point 
Manomet, Mass. 

The beacons are at Execution 
Rocks lighthouse, east. of Hell Gate 
Bridge at the western entrance to 
the Sound; at Stratford Shoals light, 
off Bridgeport, Conn., and at L ttle 
Gull Isl light, southwest of New 
London, Conn. 

“These new radio beacons will af- 
ford the steamer navigators an ac- 
curate check on the aeuAdeckouiig 
method for guides. “_ when the 
warning light flashes of or. light- 
house cannot be seen,”’ said T. Mul- 
holland, assistant to the New York 
Port Captain of the Eastern Steam- 
ship Lines, Inc. ‘‘Tests have been 
made with the Stratford Shoals light 
radio beacon which has been oper- 
ated experimentally for _ several 
weeks. The steamer New York of 
the Eastern Steamship Line is 
equipped with a radio compass or 
radio beacon receiver of the Kolster 
rotating coil type and the steamer 
Boston has similar pe gr compa of the 
Radio Corporation of America type. 
The Robert E. Lee, which was re- 
—s towed to a dry dock in Brook- 
i for repairs, and the George 

ashington, sister ship, are to have 
similar radio beacon installations be- 
fore they go into service again. 

“It has been found possible to de- 
teaietisie the positions of vessels in 
the Sound by means of the radio 
beacons with a possible discrepancy 
of only a few hundred feet. The po- 
sitions can be much more accurately 
determined than with the ordinary 
methods of navigation employed dur- 
ing fogs.’’ 

ighthouse radio beacons are in op- 
eration in various other districts of 
the lighthouse service. Several in 
the Second District aid the coast 
steamers on their way to and from 
New England ports, after the boun- 
daries of the Third District are 
passed. The wavelengths employed 
by iy beacons are in the.

In the past seven games he has hit 
five homers and brought his total 
for the season to eleven. Even last 
year, when he set his unparalleled 
record of sixty circuit clouts, he 
didn’t travel at the pace he has been 
setting this season. 

Last year the Babe hit his eleventh 
homer on May 23 in the Yankees’ 
thirty-fourth game.

of his record. pace. 


Colleagues Aid the Bambino. 


There ought to be a law against 
such things as the clouting of Ruth, 
but his pals and playmates are ac- 
cessories to the frolic. The Yanks’ 
are making of the American League 
race. 

Yesterday they hammered three 
helpless Detroit pitchers for sixteen 
hits and a total of thirty bases. 
They won their sixth successive 

ame and the twelfth out of their 
ast thirteen. They made a clean 
sweep of the Detroit series and com- 
pleted ten victories out of eleven 
games with the Western clubs. You 
can’t laugh that off. 

Under ordinary circumstances the 
Tigers accomplished quite enough to 
win a couple of ball games, but they 
couldn’t even win one inst the 
Yanks. In fact, they couldn’t even 
come close, as’ the score of 12 to 8 
indicates. 

The Tigers weren’t the tamest lot 
of felines in the world at any time. 
They made a dozen hits, including 
four triples and a home run. They 
even knocked Waite Hoyt out of the 
box in the eighth inning. But all 
this was insufficient: The Tigers 
weren’t exactly tame, but’ the 
Yankees went ,wild. 

Barl Whitehill stood before their 
ferocious fire for five full innings 
and then ve up only to a pinch 
hitter. It took a brave man to last 
that long. During Whitey’s pres- 
ence the Yanks rapped out eleven 
of their blows, including Ruth’s first 
homer, which came in the fifth with 
none on. 

Next appeared George Smith, who 
lasted two’ innings, even though the 
Babe hit his second homer off him 
in the sixth. Finally Lil Stoner was 
led to the age ered just in time for 
the Babe to plaster his triple into 
deep right centre field. 


-Koenig Wallops For Circuit. 
However, Lil didn’t escape the 
stings of a home run just because 
he held Ruth to a triple, for Mark 


Koenig preceded the Babe’s blow 
with a homer inside the park. That 
happened to be Mark’s only hit of 
the afternoon and it came in his last 
time at bat, but it brought his hit- 
ting ‘streak to eleven straight games 
and he laughed at the Tigers as he 
circled the es. 

While all this battering was going 
on.the bat of Lou Gehrig wasn’t ex- 
actly silent either. He rapped out a 
double and two singles and Gra- 
bowski-also got three hits—two dou- 
bles and one single. All the Yankees 
made hits safely except the pitchers. 
. When Heilmann and Gehringer, the 
first two batters in that inning, 
tripled and Fothergill followed with 
a single there was a slight tenseness 
about the situation. But only mo- 
mentarily.. Hoyt was hustled out of 
the box and Al Shealy, 
Horse, 1928 model, .was hustled in.

BOARD SANCTIONS 
LOUGHRAN MATCHES 


Fugazy’s Bouts, Set for May 30 
and June 13, Approved—Rick- 
ard Granted June 7 Date. 


HARD GRIND FOR CHAMPION 


Faced With Three Bouts for Crown 
Within Two-Week Period—Pro- 
moters Satisfied With Decision. 


By JAMES P. DAWSON. 


The State Athletic Commission yes- 
terday disposed of the Tex Rickard- 
Humbert Fugazy contract conflict 


over the ring services of Tommy 
Loughran, light-heavyweight cham- 
pion, and in a manner which caused 
the threatened Federal court airing 
for boxing to disappear. Invoking 
its set rule covering cuch situations, 
the commission approved the plan of 
Promoter Fugazy for two Loughran 
title bouts at Ebbets Field and sat- 
isfied the desire of Promoter Rickard 
for the Philadelphian’s services by 
ordering a Rickard bout in between 
the two Fugazy matches. 

As a result, Loughran now is con- 
fronted with a more intensive cham- 
pionship campaign than he at first 
anticipated. He must defend his title 
in .Ebbets Field on May 30 against 
Pete Latzo, at the Yankee, Stadium 
on June 7 against Jack Delaney or 
Jimmy Slattery under Rickard’s di- 
rection, and at Ebbets Field again on 
June 13 against Leo Lomski under 
the direction of Fugazy. 

Both Fugazy and Rickard ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the com- 
mission’s decision. It remains only 
for Loughran to consent to the three- 
bout arrangement within the space 
of two weeks, and all hands will be 
satisfied. Whether Loughran will 
approve could not be ascertained yes- 
terday, for neither the champion nor 
his manager, Joe Smith, was avail- 
able here. 


Board Issues Statement. 


The commission’s disposition of the 
matter was contained in the follow- 


ing statement distributed by Exercu- 
tive ‘Secretary Bert Stand after 
Chairman James A. Farley and Com- 
missioner George E. Brower sat in 
judgment on the case: 

“On April 5, 1927, the commission 
assed the following resolution unan- 
mously: 

“Tt was regularly moved, sec- 
onded and approved that no con- 
tracts are to be recognized unless 
signed by both athletes. to box for 
the same promoter.’ 

‘Pursuant to this rule the com- 
mission has granted Tommy Lough- 
ran permission to meet Pete Latzo 
at Ebbets Field May 30, to meet 
Jack Delaney or Jimmy Slattery at 
the Yankee Stadium on June 7 and 
permission to meet Leo Lomski at 
Ebbets Field June 13, in accordance 
with the signed contracts submitted. 

“Tt appears that Mr. Rickard has 


orting to give to Rickard his ex- 

preci services until Nov. 1, 1928. 
This may or may not be a valid 
contract for his employment for that 
period. If it is, Mr. Rickard is in a 
position to get adequate protection 
by an application to the Supreme 
Court enjoining Loughran from ap- 
pearing under the promotion of 
Humbert J. Fugazy. The commis- 
sion is doubtful whether it has the 
on to grant this injunctive re- 
lief.’ 


Brower Explains Stand. 


Elaborating on the official state- 
ment, Commissioner Brower said: 

“If we told Loughran he could not 

fight Latzo we would be restraining 
Loughran, and that is what the 
courts are for. . It is beyond the 
power of the commission to under- 
take such an arbitrary attitude. If, 
however, Loughran fails to fulfill 
any of the contracts he will be sus- 
pended. We can make him fulfill a 
contract but we cannot make him 
break cne.’’ 
‘Rickard and Fugazy were in ac- 
cord with the ruling. Each promo- 
ter said the matter rested now with 
Loughran. ; 

As the situation stands Loughran 
is the most vitally affected of the 
interested parties. The Commission 
has imposed strict observance of the 
rule whereby jit ignores optional 
agreements of promoters in defer- 
ence to signed contracts for a bout. 
With three matches so close together 
the danger of interruption to’ the 
schedule through injury to the cham- 
pion is another element which enters 
into the situation, but it was ex- 

lained that if Loughran, consenting 

o the three bouts, is injured in his 
first, the second will be delayed un- 
til he is physically fit and the same 
applies to the third. .

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THERE ARE JUDGES IN 
TRENTON. 


By the unanimous decision of the 
New Jersey Court of Errors and Ap- 
peals, Mr. RoGeR N. BALDWIN and 
four associates of his have been 
freed from the sentence of a lower 
court holding them guilty of unlaw- 
ful assembly and sedition. The al- 
leged misdemeanor occurred in Pat- 
erson nearly four years ago at the 
time when there was a strike in the 
silk mills of that city. There was 
to be a public meeting in the inter- 
est of the workers, but a permit for 
use of the hall was refused by the 
authorities. Then there was an im- 
promptu gathering in the public 
square, which the police finally dis- 
persed, meanwhile arresting Mr. 
BALDWIN and his fellows on the 
general charge of inciting to riot. 
After a long delay the case finally 
reached the highest judicial tribunal 
of the State, and the Court of Er- 
rors and Appeals in a long but lucid 
and powerful opinion has set the 
whole matter straight in.a most ad- 
mirable manner. 

As the opinion pointed out, every- 
thing hinged on: matters of fact. 
There is no doubt whatever of the 
power of the State or of the munici- 
pality to forbid or suppress unlawful! 
assemblies. The statutory provi- 
sions against sedition and incite- 
ment to violence are clear and pre- 
cise. The sole question related to 
the proof of the charges made by 
the prosecuting officials. In the 
opinion of the highest court of. New 
Jersey it was entirely inadequate. 
It came really from only two police- 
men out of about forty who were 
present.at the time. In the legal 
phraseology about causing fear of a 
riot, testimony,is to be taken only 
from persons of “‘a firm and: cour- 
ageous mind.” Apparently the 
thirty-eight policemen who were not 
afraid had it, but the two others did 
not. At all events, the court de- 
cided that “ we find nothing in the 
statement of the facts to have war- 
ranted the finding of the trial Judge 
that the accused were guilty of the 
offense of unlawful assembly.” Ac- 
cordingly the judgment was re- 
versed. 

This is no vindication of incen- 
diary speech, but it is a distinct re- 
buke to hysteria and panic on the 
part of the police or of the prosecut- 
fg officials in such cases. It also 
shows that even ‘radical Socialists 
can go into an American court as- 
sured that any flagrant injustice 
which has been done them will be 
righted. 


ARCHEAN “ JIM.” 

That envious colleague who told 
Senator WATSON that he " never got 
anything right” was wrong. " JIM” 
got himself right before the Senate 
Campaign Fund Committee. But- 
tery and loud, he told his tale of 
Arcadian Hoosier politics. He threw 
his “ Howdy ” at the committee just 
as if he were in his own Rushville. 
Nobody with a hand escaped a shake. 
“ Campaign expenses?” Beyond his 
personal contribution he knows noth- 
ing of such gross materia! details. 
Ask his manager. Ask his treasurer. 
“All I do is to speak, organize and 
keep in touch with folks.” Most of 
the. time he is “in the field,” culti- 
vating hands; and no trainboy was 
ever so industrious in trying to sell 
his wares to “folks.” We see “ Jim ” 
walking the aisles of railway cars, 
grasping all flippers, inquiring after 
everybody’s. health, trying to reas- 
sure the babies his hearty voice has

frightened, full of solicitude about 
the crops and the state of feeling 
“in your part of the county.” 

In his automobile, on the hotel 
porch, among his audiences after the 
show is over, he rains strong right 


| hands and radiates affection among 


“ folks.” The bellboy that brings the 
final pitcher of ice water is moved 
to tears by “ Jim’s” tender sympa- 
thy for colored “folks.” School- 
houses and halls quiver with the 
replication of his keynotes. For 
thirty-three years he has been 
supporting “ Republican principles ” 
with his full battery of lungs. For 
some time he has been supporting 
Mr. COOLIDGE by opposing some of 
his main policies. What of it? It 
is only “ Jim,” “ our Jim,” the politi- 
cal folk-singer. 

But “folks” must be organized. 
Look at “Jim’s” folk-choirs. In 
every precinct, county, Congress dis- 
trict he has a Chairman and a 
Chairwoman, who appoint their as- 
sistants. So in the primary cam- 
paign “Jim” had “a working force 
of 65,000.” There’s a constructive 
statesman for you! It is hard to un- 
derstand how Mr. HOOVER got so 
many. votes unless a regrettable 
number of Indiana Republicans do 
not believe with “Jim” that “it is 
divine to forgive ” Republican crime. 
But it is unkind to think of that. 
Rather should we treasure this self- 
portrait of “an old-fashioned stand- 
patter.” If he is not so simple as he 
talks, he is at least a specimen of a 
political race that begins to seem in- 
credibly ancient; and there must be 
a sweet artlessness in his nature. 


DISTANCE IS DOOMED. 

This aviating generation will prob- 
ably not be able to annihilate space, 
but it is certainly destroying dis- 
tance. Air lines to the other planets 
and the nearer stars are not yet in 
sight, but the stretches of the earth 
are being turned into aerial taxi 
jaunts. Also, as is man’s habit when 
he is determined to cover great dis- 
tances in brief time, the earlier hard- 
ships of swift travel are being elimi- 
nated. The latest combination of 
speed with comfort is announced in 
the formation of the plane-train ser- 
vice to Los Angeles from New York 
and return. 

It has not yet been begun, but the 
personnel of its sponsorship assures 
its early establishment. Within a 
few weeks it will be possible to reach 
Los Angeles in forty-eight hours 
from New York, with two nights of 
sleep aboard a Pullman. Two rail- 
roads—-the Pennsylvania and the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé-—the 
two leading aircraft companies— 
Curtiss and Wright—and many 
strong banking houses have com- 
bined in the project. Capital stock 
up to $5,000,000 has been sub- 
scribed with no public offering, and 
the company is about to publish its 
rates, its time schedules and the 
names of its pilots. The planes, 
which will carry transcontinental 
passengers during the daylight 
hours, have a capacity of fourteen 
persons each; meals will be served 
in the air as on the Pullmans; 
and the tourists will be in their 
hotels at Los Angeles or New York 
before the light fades on the sec- 
ond day. It is part of the new 
miracle wrought by the union of sci- 
ence and finance, with planes and 
railroads acting as auxiliaries in- 
stead of rivals. Passage by air has 
become a conventional daily affair 
in Europe, where generally the scope 
of men’s business interests requires a 
journey only from one country to 
another and without the handicap of 
such distances as we have here. To 
meet the spread of this broad land 
the new combination has been de- 
vised by men equally responsible for 
management and for transportation. 
It may be only the beginning of an 
entirely new system of general 
travel in this country. 

Trips to the moon will probably 
have to be left to succeeding genera- 
tions, which will have left only inter- 
stellar space as their objective. But 
news like this about the train-plane 
almost leads ordinary citizens to ex- 
pect a time when their vehicles, Pull- 
man cars by night, will take wings 
by day and, rising from the tracks, 
carry them through the air until 
night comes again. 


A EUROPEAN PEACEMAKER. 


Like his famous luncheon com- 
panion at Locarno and Thoiry, For- 
eign Minister STRESEMANN finds 
himself seriously ill on the eve of a 
general election. As in the case of 
BRIAND, it is not to be supposed that 
STRESEMANN’S personal fortunes will 
suffer next Sunday because he is out 
of the campaign. In the interest 
both of Germany’s stability and Eu- 
ropean peace it is to be hoped that 
bad health will not long remove him 
from his duties in the new Reichs- 
tag and the Foreign Office. He is 
the strongest figure in German pub- 
lic life since the Armistice and, with 
his associate BRIAND, looms largest 
on the Continental horizon. 

The task which STRESEMANN took 
up in the Fall of 1923 in the midst 
of the Ruhr crisis has been carried 
on with an impressive display of 
boldness and adroitness. It took 
courage in those bitter days of 
hatred and panic to acknowledge the 
futility of “ passive resistance” and 
to insist on recognition of the in- 
escapable results of the war. ‘ From 
that first step STRESEMANN’S policy 
has continued to be “real” in the 
only true sense. While bowing to the 
inevitable, he has known how to se- 
cure for his country the rewards of 





good behavior. The vastly improved 


) ) 


status of Germany today is in large 
measure his work. The tributes of 
his countrymen came to him the 
other day in general good wishes for 
his approaching fiftieth birthday, 
from all parties. It is only the 
irreconcilable Ludendorffians who 
cherish animosity against one of the 
main architects of Franco-German 
reconciliation. 

We need not go so far as to say 
that upon STRESEMANN and upon 
BRIAND depends the future of Euro- 
pean pacification. Fortunately for 
the world, the spirit of good-will has 
made such progress on both sides of 
the Rhine that reaction is unthink- 
able on eitger side. The French 
people only the other day formally 
endorsed the work of reconstruction 
pushed forward by POINCARE on the 
internal front, by BRIAND in foreign 
affairs. A similar vote for recon- 
struction and peace is confidently 
expected in the German election. 
The war wounds have been healing, 
and BRIAND and STRESEMANN have 
profited by the change for the bet- 
ter. The time was not ripe in 1922 
when BRIAND made his first great 
gesture of reconciliation. It was not 
ripe in Germany when an assassin’s 
hand laid low WALTER RATHENAU, 
whose vision Herr STRESEMANN was 
to begin translating into fact. Both 
personality and circumstance have 
cooperated in the work of European 
restoration these last five years. 


HIS DAY AND GENERATION. 


The directions which Mr. JULIUS 
ROSENWALD has given to the trus- 
tees of the fund established and now 
enlarged by him show a laudable 
self-abnegation. It was within his 
legal right to perpetuate his name 
through generations by attaching it 
to a foundation which centuries 
would not exhaust. He has chosen 
to respect the practice which gen- 
erally obtains in England and the 
United States as to the entail of pri- 
vate property, Girect control of its 
alienation being restricted to the 
term of a life or. lives in being and 
an additional period of twenty-one 
years. But Mr. ROSENWALD has gone 
even further. Instead of merely 
leaving the fund free of restraint as 
to the purposes to which it might be 
put at the end of this period, he has 
directed its complete extinction by 
that time through the expenditure of 
the entire principal as well as the 
interest. In this he has also gone 
further than Mr. ROCKEFELLER, who 
a few years ago authorized the 
spending of the principal of funds of 
his Foundation, but did not go to the 
length of directing that it should all 
be spent within a stated period. 

It is difficult to estimate our obli- 
gations to generations yet unborn. 
We have no moral right to strip the 
earth of what has come to us as the 
heritage from ages and ages of ac- 
cumulation, giving no concern to 
those who are to come after us. But 
Mr. ROSENWALD proposes such 
prompt use of his benefactions as 
should improve the moral and intel- 
lectual estates of the present genera- 
tion without impairment of the phys- 
ical estate that has been bequeathed 
to us. If what he directs seems 
haste in giving, there is the Old Tes- 
tament proverb for its sanction: 
“There is that scattereth and yet 
increascth.” Time is of the essence 
of gifts that look to human improve- 
ment. They are compounded in 
human values at a rate beyond what 
any interest would yield in deferred 
appropriations. 

There are some gifts, such as 
those to educational and religious 
institutions, whose value lies in their 
perpetuity—gifts which could not be 
profitably availed of if capitalized 
and required to be spent in the 
present. But even for such gifts 
there is need to guard against a per- 
functory use. There is often the risk 
that with the death of the donor the 
gift will lose the spirit which ani- 
mated it. There is something of 
homely truth in the old proverb that 
what one gives in health is gold, 
what one gives in sickness is silver, 
but what one gives after death is 
lead—just enough of truth to sug- 
gest that what one has to give for 
the bettering of conditions about one 
would best be given in and for one’s 
own day and generation. If given 
for succeeding generations it should 
be given without restrictions that 
would prevent its use as the needs 
and the wisdom of those generations 
may suggest. 


THE MIGRATORY-BIRD BILL. 


Dr. -WILLIAM T. HORNADAY does 
not overpraise Senator NORBECK of 
South Dakota for his “ infinite pa- 
tience” in guiding the Migratory- 
Bird bill through the Senate. The 
measure now awaits action by the 
House, with the session drawing to a 
close. it needs a friend as strong 
and persuasive as Senator NORBECK 
if it is to be sent to the President 
for his signature. Dr. HORNADAY, 
the stoutest champion of conserva- 
tion that the wild animals and birds 
have ever had, says of the Norbeck 
bill: 

It is amazing and delightful, al- 
n..st too good to be true. It isa 
golden opportunity to do a big 
thing for all our vanishing migra- 
tory. birds—not just ducks and geese 
only. It benefits not only migra- 
tory game, but all migratory birds; 
ani if chere is speciai-privilege 
clause in it anywhere I have failed 
to discover it. 

Objections to the measure were 
well threshed out in the Senate. 
There can be no challenge of Sena- 
tor NORBECK’s statement that the 
States have made a failure of deal- 





ing with the migratory-bird prob- 





lem. Federal legislation is neces- 
Sary if we are to keep pace with 
Canada. - Whatever seemed to trench 
upon the rights of States has been 
eliminated from the Norbeck bill. 
In providing sanctuaries, Canada is 
far ahead of the United States, hav- 
ing established fifty. The utility of 
conserving insectivorous birds is 
not in dispute. ‘Never did the or- 
“ chards, gardens, farms and forests 
“of North America need,” says Dr. 
HORNADAY, “ the services of millions 
“ of insect-eating birds as they reed 
“them today.” The reason is that 
their number has been greatly re- 
duced by heedless slaughter. A bill 
so meritorious should be reported 
out of committee and, after brief 
debate, put on passage. Especially 
should members representing farm- 
ing districts rally to its support, for 
the birds are among the best friends 
the farmers have. 





A PHILIPPINE DECISION. 


The Supreme Court of the United 
States has confirmed the right of 
the Governor General of the Philip- 
pines to appoint managers and di- 
rectors of the various business cor- 
porations owned by the Philippine 
Government. This puts an end to 
a controversy which has long dis- 
turbed Philippine politicians. It 
also reaffirms the functions of the 
Governor General by denying the 
right of the so-called Board of Con- 
trol to exercise powers which, ac- 
cording to the organic act of the 
Philippines, were vested in the Gov- 
ernor General alone. 

The essence of this involved con- 
troversy was the constitutionality 
of the Board of Control. This body, 
composed of the Governor General, 
the President of the Philippine Sen- 
ate and the Speaker of the Philip- 
pine House of Representatives, was 
created by a special act of the 
Philippine Legislature. Although 
the then Governor General did not 
veto this act, its constitutionality 
was questioned at the time, on the 
ground that the act entrusted to 
members of the legislative branch of 
the Government powers reserved to 
the executive. The fact that the 
two Filipinos could—and did—out- 
vote the American Governor General 
transferred in effect to them the 
powers exercised by the Governor in 
all matters pertaining to the admin- 
istration of the Government-owned 
industries. Since the two Filipinos 
in question were also the bosses of 
the Legislature, it meant that they 
were able to control these corpora- 
tions regardless of the wishes of the 
Governor General. 

General Woop, after trying to cor- 
rect this state of affairs without of- 
fending the Filipino politicians, fi- 
nally ignored the rights of the Board 
of Control and on his own authority 
made such appointments as he 
deemed wisest. This brought the 
matter to a head. The Filipino poli- 
ticians charged him with usurpation. 
He arranged to have suit brought so 
as to test the legality of his pro- 
cedure. He was upheld in the Su- 
preme Court of the islands, but the 
matter was then appealed to the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 
The decision of that body means the 
final extinction of the Board of Con- 
trol. 

This clarifies the powers of the 
Governor General and in a small de- 
gree strengthens his position. For- 
tunately, the present incumbent, 
Colonel STIMSON, is getting the co- 
operation of the Filipino leaders. 
They are practical people, accepting 
an accomplished fact. Whatever 
misgivings they may retain, the fact 
that the decision of the Supreme 
Court is final will put an end to 
their efforts to hamper the Governor 
in this sphere of his activities. The 
present prospects are that the deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court will fa- 
cilitate the task of getting the Phil- 
ippine Government out of business 
—an objective which has been con- 
stantly held in view for the last 
eight years. 





THE SENATE AT ITS BEST. 


Many people have an entirely 
wrong idea of United States Sena- 
tors. They are thought of as men 
immersed only in politics or busi- 
ness, caring for nothing except 
tariffs or taxes, very hard-boiled 
and without the finer sentiments 
which redeem our poor humanity. 
But where else could such a flood 
of tender emotion have been let loose 
as flowed through the Senate Cham- 
ber last Saturday in anticipation of 
the celebration of Mother’s Day? 
We have had occasion before this to 
praise the literary accomplishments 
of Senator NEELY of West Virginia. 
But on this occasion he outdid him- 
self. Not to speak of the way in 
which he ransacked poetry in order 
to adorn his speech, it contained no 
end of prose lyrics like the follow- 
ing: 

We laud the virtue, extol the 
spirit of self-sacrifice and eulogize 
the loving kindness of every mother 
living; and in imagination, with 
bowed heads, grateful hearts and 
generous hands lay new wreaths 
of the freshest, the fairest and the 
‘most fragrant flowers upon the 
graves of.all the mothers who have 
gone from the fitful land of the 
living into the: silent land of the 
nS SE operas Re eek 

Mother’s’ hands made ‘the first 
dress that baby ever. wore. Moth- 
er’s deft fingers made playthings 
for the little one that filled his 
eyes with wonder and his heart 
with joy. 

A splinter in baby’s finger, a 
‘briar in baby’s foot, or a bruise on 

baby’s toe became an affliction of

such momentous consequence that 
only Mother could heal it;. only 
Mother could banish its ache; only 
Mother could exile its .pain; only 
Mother could smile away the tears 
it. caused to. flow down baby’s 
cheeks.

“world.” That was sixteen years 
ago. The Alabama Senator also 
dropped into poetry with feeling al- 
lusions to “the songs my Mother 
sung ’”’: 

- . . When a solemn woe 

Of grief my heart intoned, 
And often when my spirit writhed, 
And all my nature groaned. 
This was not an allusion to the 
effect upon the Senate of one of Mr. 
HEFLIN’S speeches. It was only a 
note in that grand, sweet song 
which the sentimental Senate can 
render with more unction than any 
similar body of grown men known 
to the United States Census.

From the Public Li- 
brary of Albuquerque, 
N. M., comes an ap- 
peal for used books. 
They are desired chief- 
ly for invalids, who appear to go in 
increasing numbers to New Mexico 
to get the benefit of the climate 
there, particularly in the treatment of 
tuberculosis. 

The statement is made that the 
Public Library is availed of in a re- 
markable manner. It has, in the 
technical language of librarians, ‘‘a 
turnover of 70 per cent. each month.”’ 
But its budget is limited and the 
number of books which it can pur- 
chase each year is very small. For 
this reason it welcomes, and will pay 
for transporting, any books sent to 
it in English, Spanish, French or 
Italian. They may be upon any sub- 
ject, and even in a shabby condition. 

It is reported that contributions of 
this kind have already gone forward 
from many places in the country. 
Among others, the foreign embassies 
in Washington have become inter- 
ested and have sent on hundreds of 
books. Even Yugoslavia has in this 
way sent its friendly greetings to 
Albuquerque.

TEACHING THE‘BRIGHT’CHILD 


Mount Kisco School Has Plan to 

Benefit Pupils in This Group. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I read with interest the account 
on THe Times editorial page of the 
progress that has been made in the 
training school at Vineland, N. J., in 
teaching ‘‘dull children.’’ This is a 
very praiseworthy accomplishment, 
and it is true that the adapting of 
education to meet the needs of chil- 
dren who learn slowly has been neg- 
lected in the past. But I wonder 
how many of your readers realize 
that it is not the dull child but the 
bright child who has suffered most 
from the failure of educators and the 
public in general to -recognize his 
special requirements. 

I have examined thousands of chil- 
dren over a period of many years, 
and these examinations have proved 
to me that children of above-average 
mentality are the most retarded 
group in our public schools today; 
that is, considering their greater 
capabilities, bright children accom- 
plish a smaller percentage of what 
they are able to do than any other 
group. 

It is geniuses who advance human 
civilization. Think how many poten- 
tial geniuses are never given a 
chance to develop their powers be- 
cause no provision ‘is made for their 
special education in our public 
schools. 

Some attempts to work out a plan: 
of education adapted to the needs of 
the above-average child now are 
being made.: One of these is the ex- 
periment being conducted by the 
Westchester County Children’s Asso- 
ciation at the Mount Kisco public 
school. With the cooperation of the 
principal, Harold M. Jennings, the 
Children’s Association during the last 
four years has given the above-aver- 
age group in each of four grades a 
course which we call ‘‘social 
science.’’ This is a method of enrich- 
ing the children’s experience instead 
of cramming them with facts from 
books. 

Heretofore some of these children, 
becoming bored with the constant 
repetition of lessons necessary for 
average children, would have formed 
a percentage of the failures in each 
of the four grades. But the children 
in the Mount Kisco school not only 
have devoted one hour daily to the 
new plan of study, but have stood 
higher than their school-mates in the 
regular subjects required by the 
Board of Education. . We hope to 
show that such a plan of study can 
be adopted by. other schools. with 
little added expense and the teachers 
engaged in carrying out the Chil- 
dren’s Association experiment are 
constantly collecting data and ma- 
teria] with this in mind.

A MENACING BUREAUCRACY. 


Widening Powers of Administrative 
Agencies Viewed With Alarm. 
To the Editor of The New York Timcs: 

THs Times editorial ‘‘Tax Admin- 
istration,’’ anent 2 recent income 
tax case—where the ethics of the 
Tax Bureau were of such a dark 
bluish hue that it was deemed, let 
us say, patriotic by all, including the 
Board of Tax Appeals, to ignore them 
—presents some strictures, in a mild 
form, however, on a Federal bureau 
that reeks with devastating abuses 
against the citizen. 

You truly but mildly said: ‘The 
administrative officer frequently 
bulks larger than the lawmaker.” 
Bulks larger? The bureaucratic 
chiefs of the Tax Bureau are the 
whole thing! The opinion of a law 
clerk with a high resounding title 
can shift, change or shatter tax 
statutes to suit the bias and wish 
of the department officers and 
chiefs. Congress in tax legislation 
seems to be like some forms of low 
organic life that can give life but 
is soon destroyed by that new life. 

And this strictly administrative 
agency operates above the law to a 
large extent, often to the ruin of the 
citizen and taxpayer by irresponsible 
officers, chiefs and agents of the de- 
partment, as described recently in an 
article in THz Times, Presentation 
of cases stated that result from the 
abuses and arbitrary power of the 
Tax Bureau against the citizen, if 
put as concrete and definite ex- 
amples before Congress or its mem- 
bers, would bring a flood of denun- 
ciation. It would be declared that 
such abuses were violating constitu- 
tional rights and becoming a menace 
to the people. 

Yet Congress sanctions as law the 
forms and rules presented to it by 
this bureaucracy that infringes in- 
dividual rights, giving this mere ad- 
ministrative agency the right to in- 
jure and destroy any citizen. Con- 
gress calls it ‘‘discretion’’ that it 
gives to this bureau. It is license 
to a ruthless bureaucracy in an al- 
leged republic. 

In a matter of course way you 
further state: ‘‘It has been said that 
several of the obnoxious clauses of 
the House bill really originated with 
the Treasury Department. They 
were passed on to the House com- 
mittee, which took them without 
sufficient examination. Treasury 
officials were reported to desire to 
make the power of internal revenue 
officers wider.’’ 

Every one of those statements is 
only too true, unfortunately. But 
what a commentary on the looseness 
and dangers of Federal legislation 
of the gravest importance to the 
citizen! It strikes at the vulnerable 
part of our form of government. 
The whole point and ‘purpose of any 
proposed legislation emanating from 
the Tax Bureau is to give wider 
power to its officials, who, under 
their bureaucracy, practice a 
tyranny against the citizen worthy 
of the Soviet Government. Their 
arbitrary opinion can ruin reputa- 
tions of standing and honor at a 
moment’s notice. When the almost 
anonymous officials of this bureau,' 
through the machinery of its admin- 
istrative department, can virtually 
destroy the citizen with impunity, 
which they are doing today, is it 
not a travesty to exhibit the symbols 
of the kind of Government that the 
founders believed they were estab- 
lishing? 

The shades of Franklin and Jeffer- 
son must be in penumbra and in 
their stead come a long line of 
bureaucratic officials, chiefs, legal 
attendants, prosecutors, agents and 
snoopers, blighting the nation’s citi- 
zens _as the locusts of old blighted 
the Egyptian people. Here is where 
decay and destruction come to re- 
publics. And the sad part of it is 
that the public is asleep to the true 
situation, and is apparently unaware 
that the insidious attacks on the 
rights of the individual, through 
Federal administrative agencies, 
constitute today the real menace to 


the people of this nation. *

DUE TO BUSINESS CHANGES 


New Trade Conditions Require Use 
of ‘Rule of Reason,’ Haney’s Paper 
Read at Institute Asserts. 


Revival of the ‘‘trust problem’ in 
the United States, with the applica- 
tion of the ‘‘rule of reason’’ to situ- 
ations created by changed business 
conditions, was predicted yesterday 
by Lewis H. Haney, Director of the 
Bureau of Research, New York Uni- 
versity, in a paper read before the 
Institute of Business at the School 
of Commerce. 

Mr. Haney asserted in the paper, 
read by Dean John T. Madden, that 
the recent actual merger of physical 
properties into great combinations, a 
situation not contemplated by the 
Clayton act, was ‘“‘likely to be sub- 
jected to attack’’ should the recur- 
rence of a business depression ‘‘fan 
anti-trust sentiment.’’ He said that 
business ‘‘institutes’’ also might be 
subjected to criticism and that al- | 
ready a “‘great many observers be- 
lieve that the anti-trust laws are not 
being enforced.’’ 

“The situation,’? the paper con- 
tinued, ‘‘in some respects resembles 
the prohibition legislation. The law 
has gotten out of harmony with the 
majority of the people in large sec- 
tions of the coun (if it ever was 
in harmony therewith), with the re- 
sult that it is not strictly enforced. | 
New business needs have developed, - 
and they can hardly be met by the 
old ideas of business regulation. Great | 
as are the possibilities of the appli- . 
cation of the so-called ‘rule of rea- | 
son’ to business combinations, it still | 
is true that the actual application 
has not been fully carried out and 
there is need of a further dévelop- 
ment in the shape of a code of rea- 
sonable practice. 

“The big problem, as I think, is 
to develop some method whereby a 
rational management may cooper- 
ate with a rational agreement for | 
the purpose of restraining the vari- 
ous members of an industry or trade 
who seek to compete unreasonably. | 

“It would seem wise that corpora- 
tions should now be shaping. their , 
policies with a view to being in good | 
shape to meet a possible outbreak of 
anti-trust agitation within the next 
few years. There should be a con- ° 
scious and intelligent effort to avoid ° 
wastes and to shun the use of* busi- 
ness power to crush competitors. 
The utmost effort should be made to 
develop economies. The test of 
economy is one of the most imporg ; 
tant to be met by largé combinations, | 
The operations of our new institutes, 
&c., should be made clear to the 
public to the greatest ssible ex- | 
tent. Familiarity may breed con- | 
cenes but mystery creates suspi- 
cion.”’ 

All speakers at the institute, which 
was held only for one day as part 
of the university’s program to make 
it ssible for alumni to continue 
their studies in business education, 
discussed phases of the changes in 
business policies since the World 
War. They included Paul M. Mazur, 
banker, on economic concepts; Parl 
T. Cherington, advertising research 
director, on market concepts; Dr. 
H. Parker Willis, Professor of Bank- 
ing at Columbia, on changes effected 
by centralization of financial _re- 
sources, and Dr. William F. Notz, 
Dean of the School of Foreign Ser- 
vice, Georgetown University, on the 
growth of monopolies. 


BISHOP BREWSTER RETIRING 


Head of Connecticut Episcopal Dio- 
cese Will Resign in Fall. 


HARTFORD, Conn., May 15 @).— 
The Right Rev. Chauncey B. Brew- 
ster, Bishop of the Episcopal Dio- 
cese of Connecticut, told the Dioce- 
san Convention, in annual‘session in 
Christ Church Cathedral here this af- 
ternoon, that it was his intention to 
relinquish the cares of the Bishopric 
early in September, his resignation 
to be effective in October. 

The announcement came as a part 
of the annual address to the clergy 
and laity delegates in the convention, 
and followed the service of prayer 
with which the convention was 
opened. Bishop Brewster said, after 
reporting upon diocesan statistics: 

“T do hereby announce my inten- 
tion early in September to resign as 
Bishop of Connecticut, so that the 
resignation may take effect when 
acted upon by the House of Bishops 
in October. In this way it is‘ my 
hope to save the presiding Bishop 
any possible inconvenience in com- 
plying with the requirements of 
Canon 18.” 


Bishop Chauncey Bunce Brewster 
was named coadjutor for the Episco- 

al Diocese of Connecticut on June 
, 1897.. He was then rector of Grace 
Church, Brooklyn Heights, New York. 
The consecrat'-n took. place Oct. 28, 
1897. Due to the continued illness of 
Bishop Williams, which ended with 
his death on Jan. 7, 1899, Bishop 
Brewster was practically in charge 
of the diocese from the first. Bishop

MONTREAL, May 15.—A telegram 
received here announced that How- 
ard G. Kelley, former President of 
the Grand Trunk Railway Company, 
now a part of the Canadian National 
Railways System, had died suddenly 

at San Diego, Cal., today. He was 
70 years old. 

en Charles M. Hays, who was 

lost on the Titanic, took over the 
Grand Trunk, Mr. Kelley joined the 
system and played a big part in the 
expansion program of Mr. Hays. 
This program led ultimately to one 
of the disasters which forced the in- 
seperation of the Canadian National 
lways 

When Mr. Hays died, E. J. Cham- 
berlin became President and Mr. 
Kelley, Vice President, and when Mr. 
Chamberlin dropped ‘out, Mr. Kel- 
ley became President. After the 
Government took over the Grand 
Trunk, Mr. Kelley returned to the 
United States, where his services as 
a railway expert were widely used. 


Mr. Kelley was President of the 
Grand Trunk for five years, from 
August, 1917, until the reorganiza- 
tion of Canadian railroads by the 
Government in the Summer of 1922. 
He started his railroad career with 
the Northern Pacific in 1881 as an 
assi t engineer on location, con- 
struction and bridge building. After

“Periodically and with spasmodic 
energy,’’ said Commissioner Payne, 
“there is brought up the idea of fur- 
ther limiting building heights in the 
City of New York without regard to 
the economic necessities or the as- 
sessed valuation of this city.’’ 

Tenement House Commissione: 
Walter C. Martin said the drastic 
setbacks recommended in the report 
of the Mayor’s committee would 
make impractical‘the construction of 
buildings taller than twenty-one 
stories.

LAYS HEAD ON RAIL, DIES 
BEFORE SUBWAY CROWD 


H. C. Coles Throws Himself in 
Path of Train at 110th Street 
Daring Rash Hoar. 





Harry C. Coles, 54 years old, until 
last Jan. 1 Secretary of the United 
States Civil Service Commission, Dis- 
‘trict of New York, killed himself at 
6 o’clock last night by jumping from 
the platform of the subway station 
at 110th Street and laying his head 
on the rail in front of an approach- 
ing train.

His home was 
at 411 West 114th Street, his office at 
58 John Street. Earlier in the day 
he had conversed with his daughter, 
Miss Marshall Coles, and had seemed 
in excellent spirits, she said. No one 
last night could assign a reason for 
the act. 

He was standing in the centre of 
the northbound platform when per- 
sons saw him gaze down the track. 
As-the train drew close he jumped, 
cast himself down and put his head 
on the rail. 

The. train was driven by Motorman 
John H. Seitler of 3,422 Bailey Place, 
the Bronx. He instantly applied the 
brakes. But the front truck of the 
train passed over Coles’s head before 
the train could stop.

GOVERNOR IN GRAFT 


Charges Smith, as Virtual Head 
of Tammany, Is Directly Re- 
sponsible for Scandals. 


FEARS NATIONAL CONTROL 


“We'll 
Stop Him in New York”—Desmond 
Criticizes the Sex in Politics, 


Charging Governor Smith, as the 
virtual head of Tammany, with di- 
rect responsibility for the scandal 
and graft which she said existed in 
tie City Administration, Mrs, Ruth 
B. Pratt, member of the Board of 
Aldermen, declared yesterday at a 
luncheon of the Westchester County 
Women’s Republican Club at the Ho- 
tel Commodore that Tammany must 
not be permitted to reach out and 
control the Federal Government by 
the election of Governor Smith as 
President. 

“‘We’ll stop him right here in New 
York,” she said. 

Almost 1,000 women at the lunch- 
eon applauded Mrs. Prati’s assertion 
that Governor Smith would not carry 
his own State against the Republi- 
can Presidential nominee. Mrs. 
Pratt, although a supporter of Sec- 
retary Hoover, did not mention his 
name. Mrs. Hoover was the guést 
of honor and was cheered when in- 
troduced by Mrs. T. Channing 
Moore, President of the club, as the 
“wife of the man to whom we give 
unquestioned loyalty.’”’ 

Mrs. Pratt’s attack on Governor 
Smith followed charges of graft 


made by her at a meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen, just before her 
arrival at the luncheon. She ap- 
peared at the luncheon after a 
speech by Thomas C. Desmond, Presi- 
dent of the New York Young Re- 
publican Club, in which he declared 
the enfranchisement of women had 
tended to lower rather than to raise 
political standards because of the in- 
difference which women generally 
showed in public matters and 
politics. 

Mrs. Pratt dissented from this 
view of the participation of women 
in politics and said that if Mr. Des- 
mond had had some of her experi- 
ences and had seen how the men of 
both major parties acted, he would 
admit that the men had not made 
“such a swell job of it.’ 

“If the Republicans ever had an 
incentive to win a national election 
they are going to have it this year, 
since it seems certain that Governor 
Smith will be the Democratic nomi- 
nee for President,’’ Mrs. Pratt said. 

‘‘We have today a city Administra- 
tion which, I believe, has not been 
equaled for graft and mis-administra- 
tion for many years. I charged this 
at a. meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men which I: have just left, and I am 
in fighting mood. 

“Every time there has been an in- 
vestigation, below the surface we see 
scandal and graft. The Democratic 
candidate for President has stood by 
because the organization of which he 
is ‘the head has permitted these 
things to go on. I hold him directly 
responsible for what has gone on in 
this city. 

**Attempts have been. made to dis- 
associate him from Tammany, but 
we read in this morning’s papers of 
his installation as a Sachem of the 
Tammany Society, and the Tammany 
Society, despite efforts to make it 
seem the contrary, is the political 
organization of Tammany.

Harlan Presents: Evidence on 
Sewers, Which Now Is 
Systematized. 


EXPLAINS BILL TO THE CITY 


Chief Investigator’s Own Fee Not in|. 


Iit—Grand Jury Hears 3 Former 
Connolly Chauffeurs. 


While the Extraordinary Grand 
Jury proceeded With the investiga- 
tion of the Queens sewer situation 
before Justice Arthur S. Tompkins in 
the Queens Court House in Long Is- 
land City yesterday, Emory R. Buck- 
ner, Special Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral, announced at his office, 31 Nas- 
sau Street, that his chief assistant, 
John M. Harlan, also a Special As- 
sistant Attorney General, was in 
charge of the presentation of evi- 
dence before the Grand Jury. The 
witnesses and the -evidence are 
virtually the same as were heard by 
Justice Townsend Scudder and Clar- 
ence J. Shearn when they sat as 
Moreland Commissioners with Mr. 
Buckner as counsel. 

Presentation of the evidence has 
become so systematized by Mr. 
Buckner’s large staff of legal and 
technical experts that Mr. Buckner 
is enabled to devote some of his time 
to other matters while keeping close 
supervision over the proceedings be- 
fore the Grand Jury. 


Buckner’s: Own Bill Not In. 


Mr. Buckner, in commenting fur- 
ther on the action by the Committee 
of the Whole of the Board of Esti- 
mate in holding up until itemized the 
bill he presented for $37,000 to cover 
the final expenses of the investiga- 
tion by Mr. Shearn, had this to say: 

“There seems to be a mistaken 
idea that that is my bill, but it is 
not. My bill has not been presented 
yet. That sum [$37,000] represents 
the amount Commissioner Shearn 
told Governor Smith would be needed 


over and above the $100,000 already 
lb ace for the investigation. 
All vouchers for expenses so far are 
in the hands of Mr. Shearn. The 
entire affair is between Governor 
Smith and the Board of Estimate, 
inasmuch as it is mandatory, under 
the legislation authorizing the inves- 
tigation, that the city pay for it.” 

Albert Decker of the contracting 
firm of Muccini & Decker, which has 
handled sewer and highway contracts 
aggregating $4,000,000 for Queens 
and is now engaged upon several 
contracts of an aggregate value of 
$600,000, was examined by the Grand 
Jury when he appeared for the 
fourth time. He had refused to sign 
a waiver of immunity on advice of 
his counsel, Edgar F. Hazelton. 

Thomas Purcell, bonding agent, 
also went before the Grand Jury. He 
has asserted that the business he for- 
merly did in Queens among sewer 
contractors finally went to Joseph 
Ryan, brother-in-law of Maurice E. 
Connolly, who resigned under 
charges as Borough President. 

The Grand Jury heard the testi- 
mony of three chauffeurs formerly 
employed by Connolly, but their 
names were not disclosed. 


Phillips Fights Fraud Charge.

TOO LOW, SAYS EMPLOYE 


Even New Charge Will Not Yield 
Fair Return, Declares Miss 
Mary E. Dillon. 


Figures to show that the Brooklyn 
Borough Gas Company: overcharges 
its new customers alone many thou- 
sand dollars a year were presented 
by Dr. John Bauer at the hearing 
yesterday before Public Service Com- 
missioner George R. Van Namee. 
The hearing was on the complaint of 
the Sheepshead Civic Association 
which seeks to rescind last Summer’s 
order permitting the company to 
charge a monthly minimum rate 
of $1. 

Dr. Bauer, in cross examination, 
set his overcharge figure at 52 cents 
He ar- 
gued that a service charge could be 
properly applied only for actual ser- 
vice, such as meter-reading, bill col- 
lecting and bookkeeping. These costs 
he totaled at 26 cents a month for 
each consumer. The overcharge, he 
asserted, occurs in the Public Ser- 
vice Commission’s order by which 
the gas company charges a minimum 
rate of $1 a month whether the cus- 
tomer uses all the 200 cubic feet of 
gas allotted or not. 

Dr. Bauer, who is the expert wit- 
ness for the Sheepshead Civic Asso- 
ciation, arrived at his figures by as- 
serting that the company had 6,350 
more consumers in 1927 than in 1926, 
and that each of these was charged 
$1 a month minimum. The cost of 
serving these consumers, he declared, 
was $1,397 a month, leaving $4,953 
surplus, or $59,436 a year. This fig- 
ure, he said, is not clear profit, since 
the cost of gas actually used is in- 
cluded. 

Mr. Bauer’s testimony and cross- 
examination took all day. The hear- 
ing was adjourned until May 25. 

e rasrrenn oad Borough Gas Com- 
pany is ‘fighting for survival in the 
public utility field’’ by its attempt to 
extract a monthly minimum rate or 
“service charge’ from consumers, 
Miss Mary E. Dillon, President of the 
company, said during the noon 
recess. ‘‘Unless we can gain ad- 
ditional revenue at present and as- 
surance of future profit, the com- 
jor cannot hope survive,” she 


said. 

Miss Dillon pointed out that her 
company serves the rather sparsely 
settled section about Coney Island. 

“The conditions affecting the use 
of gas in the Coney Island territory 
are not typical of New York City or 
State,’* Miss Dillon said. ‘‘There is 
no volume of manufacturing business 
in our territory and no industrial 
growth is in prospect.”’

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| Some Stocks Advance Violently, 
a Few ‘* Décline—-Time, 
Money Rises to 514%. 


Aside from the continuing rush to 
bid up “‘speculative favorites’ on the 
Stock Exchange, yesterday’s money 
market was the point of actual im- 
portance. Call money rates: remained 
at 5% per cent.; but, for the first 
time since the Autumn of 1926, the 
time money rate (which obviously 
has much more significance as an 
indication of the real position) rose 
from 5 per cent. to 5%. The higher 
rate was reached in three weeks of 
1926; otherwise, the last time it was 
touched on Wall Street was in the 
Autumn of 1923—the last occasion on 
which credit had been strained by 
simultaneous Wall Street borrowing 
and accumulation of merchants’ 
stocks. Yet even yesterday’s rise in 
six months’ loans failed to affect the 
sterling market, which again went to 
$4.88 and closed with negligible re- 
action. 

To describe the course of yester- 
day’s stock market would only be to 
repeat the story of many recent days. 
The excited outside public sent in its 
orders, which were executed in the 
airplane shares at a further advance 
of 15 and 18 points; establishing an 
advance in ten weeks of 112 and 145 
points respectively, or about 200 per 
cent., in these stocks of companies 
with small dividends and highly ex- 
perimental earning power. Advances 
in other so-called favorite stocks ran 
to 6 and 10 points;.none of them was 
based on anything but an intimation 
that the stocks were “going up.’’ It 
is in the light of this action and 
motive that the present stock market 
has to be considered; to discuss it on 
the once familiar lines of the business 
outlook or the money situation will 
excite a smile even on Wall Street. 
It has become a purely psychological 
phenomenon, with the patient in con- 
trol of actual money resources such 
as have possibly never before been 


, thrown into the great game of 


chance. 

In. yesterday’s foreign trade report 
for April, the outstanding point of 
interest is the gold-export summary. 
Last month’s total outflow of gold 
is shown to have been $96,469,000; 
which is slightly less than the $97,- 
536,000 of March, but exceeds all 
other monthly records in the coun- 
try’s history. It is by surveying the 
gold shipments of these two last 
months that the magnitude of the ex- 
isting movement may be best appre- 
ciated. Until this year the highest 
figure ever reached in two con- 
secutive months was attained in 
June and July, 1919. The war-time 
embargo on gold exports was re- 
moved on June 9 of that year. The 
enormous liabilities on international 
exchange, which we had taken over 
from England through our support of 
sterling in 1918 and 1917, had turned 
the true international balance heav- 
ily against the United States. In 
those two months we accordingly 
sent abroad $137,646,000 gold, an out- 
ward movement then utterly unpar- 
alleled. In April and March of the 
present year we have exported $194,- 
005,000. 

In the nine months beginning with 
June, 1919, the total gold export was 
$445,000,000. Including the shipment 
now reported for April and adding 
the $62,000,000 sent out thus far in 
May, the gold exported in the move- 
ment which began with last Septem- 
ber has, in something less than nine 
months, already amounted to $502,- 
500,000.. These are extraordinary fig- 
ures as they stand, but they also 
have to be considered in the light of 
what seems to be a continuing out- 
flow in scarcely abated quantity. 
For the rest the trade statement 
showed the smallest April exports 
since 1924, but also the smallest im- 
ports for the month ‘in four years, 
and a surplus of exports amounting 
only to $23,000,000. In value the ex- 
ports and imports for April and for 
the ten completed months of the 
fiscal year are naturally, with the 
rise of prices, much greater than the 
pre-war achievement: But it is some- 
what interesting to find that the ex- 
port excess of the past ten months, 
$564,500,000, compares with an export 
surplus of $561,000,000 in the ten 
months ended with April, 1913.

Stocks moved irregylarly on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday, but there 
was no yisible change in the general 
character of the market. During the 
earlier part of the day interests com- 
mitted to the advance held the ad- 
vantage and a long list of issues 
made impressive gains.

The present high level of manufac- 
turing was said to be due almost 
entirely to increases in the steel, 
automobile, food and paper indus- 
tries while other important ups, 
notably the textile and leather in- 
dustriés, have been less active during 


recent months. 

Steel production, which declined 
sharply during the last half of 1927 
to the lowest levels since 1924, has 
risen even more rapidly since Decem- 
‘ber, it was stated, and in March the 

ut of stee] ingots was only 

tly smaller than for March of 
year, which was the lergest ever 
rded. Orders for iron and steel 
rom automobile manufacturers have 
en especially heavy and demand 
or structural steel also has been in 
asonally large volume. 
| Railroads earlier in the year bought 
considerable volume of rails and 
bridge material, and there was some 
merease in the orders for freight 
rs. 

The board declared that industry 
and trade in the United States, 
which experienced recession in the

With Koppers Co. Forecast 
for Today, 


$10,000,000 CASH IN DEAL 


Trade of American Tar Company 
for Control of. Massachusetts 
Corporation Indicated. 


Reports received in Wall Street 
from Boston yeste.:day indicated that 
at their meeting today the trustees 
of the Massach-:etts Gas Com- 
panies will take action on a plan 
which will bring the companies 
closely into alliance with the Koppers 
Company of Pittsbur:,h, which is con- 
trolled by the Mellon interests and 
which, through subsiciaries, sells gas 
on long-term contracts to the Public 
Service Company of New Jersey, the 
Peoples Gas, Light and Coke Com- 
pany and other utility organizations. 

Although no details of the plan 
could be learned last night, it is un- 
derstood that J. L. Richars, Presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Gas Com- 
panies, admitted thet the comwany 
is negutiating for an affiliation with 
@ much larger interest, and that, if 
the arrangement « made, the com- 
pany will acquire a new industry, 
valued at many millions of do!’lars, 
with a larger earning power, together 
with $10,000,000 in cash. 


This is taken to indicate that the 
Koppers Company will dispose of its 
wholly-owned subsidiary, the Amer- 
ican Tar Company, to the Massa- 
chusetts Gas Companies in return 
tor practically full control of the 
latter’s stock. As the Massachusetts 
Gas Companies is a voluntary trust 
holding securities, it is not expected 
that the laws of the State will pre- 
vent the Koppers Company from 
owning a control. 

Additional reasons for assumin 
that the American Tar Company will 
be the property transferred to the 
Massachusetts Companies is that 
it has the $10,000,000 in cash, re- 
ferred to by Mr. Richards, and 
which the New England organiza- 
tion will probably use to discharge 
bank obligations.

WASHINGTON, May 15 ().—For- 
eign trade for April declined slightly 
under that of the same month last 
year in both export and import 
branches. The Commerce Depart- 
ment today estimated April exports 
at $368,000,000 and imports of $345,- 
000,000, leaving a balance of trade 
favorable to the United States of 
$23,000,000. April, 1927, exports were 
$415,374,000 and imports $375,733,000, 
leaving a favorable balance of $39,- 
641,000. 

The continuing gold outflow from 
the United States resulted during 
April.in exports of $96,469,000, bal- 
anced by imports of $5,319,000, leav- 
ing a net loss to the country’s gold 
stocks of $91,150,000 for the month. 
To date in 1928 the United States has 
sustained a net loss of gold amount- 
ing to $210,890,000, while in the same 
four months of 1927 it had gained 
gold to the extent of $87,028,000. 

Silver exports for April were $6,587,- 
000 and imports were $4,887,000. In 
April last year exports of silver were 
$6,824,000 and imports $3,815,000. 

In considering causes for the de- 
cline in the April totals, Commerce 
Department officials said that on the 
import side the recent fall in the 
price of crude rubber was respon- 
sible for about $10,000,000 of the loss. 
The shrinkage in exports was partly 
due to the earlier movement during 
the 1927-28 season of cotton destined 
for export. This resulted in cotton 
exports this April being less by $12,- 

,000 than they were in the same 
month last year.

MEXICAN BUSINESS 


GAINING STABILITY |: 


Silver Mines, Shut Down or 
Curtailed, Renew Operations 
as Prices Rise. 


BIG WHEAT CROP IN SIGHT 


Calles Dam, Which Will Make Large 
Area Fit for Farming, Is Re- 
ported Nearing Completion. 


Special Cable to TH= New YORK Times. 

MEXICO CITY, May 14.—The poli- 
tical situation is showing little effect 
on local conditions, but perhaps this 
is a corollary to the prospect of a 
change in the supreme power within 
the next few months under unusually 
peaceful conditions. 

United States dollar exchange at 
present is firmer than it has been 
for weeks, and Mexican silver cur- 
rency as against Mexican gold con- 
tinues firm around 8 per cent. in 
favor of the latter. 

The banks here show greater con- 
fidence in credit operations and no 
doubt there is less gold finding its 
way across the American border 
now. 

Trade in general is’ not showing 


any appreciable betterment but con- 
ditions on the whole are stamped 

with evidence of a stability quite un- 
usual in Mexico for such a short 
time before a change in the Presi- 

eeey: The elections ‘will be held in 
uly. : 

Luis Montes de Oca, the Finance 
Minister, continues Government pay- 
ments up to date for both wages and 
accounts for materials, while fi- 
nancial circles are of the opinion 
that a new agreement for renewal of 
payments on the foreign debt will be 
arranged satisfactorily with the In- 
ternational Committee of Bankers on 
Mexico 


Silver Mining Resumed. 

According to information from the 
Ministry of Industry, Commerce and 
Labor, a favorable reaction in the 
world quotation prices for silver has 
caused a radical change for the bet- 
ter in the Mexican mines, which are 
the second largest producers of this 
metal in the world, and is resulting 
in a renewal of operations by several 


Mexican concerns which had shut 
down entirely or had greatly reduced 
operations owing to the slump in the 
New York quotations. 

During the last few months the 
department has granted permits to 
several concerns to suspend opera- 





tions due to the fact that world 
prices made it impossible to operate 
at a profit, but it would appear now 
to be reconsidering their cases with 
a view to decreeing renewal of opera- 
ons. 

The department euparenty grant- 
ed permission to 5s or. reduce 
operations on the specific condition 
that should prices regain normal 
operations would be resumed, 

The present intention of the Gov- 
ernment is likely to result in benefit- 
ing a number of districts throughout 
the republic where, due to the min- 
ing crisis, there has been much 
misery among the working classes. 

Bumper Wheat Crop Seen. 

Mexico will have an abundant 
wheat crop this year if present pros- 
pects are fulfilled, according to a 
leading official of the Mexican Con- 
federation of Chambers of Com- 
merce. Contrary to the usual prob- 
lem caused by lack of a sufficient 
wheat crop, necessitating as a gen- 
eral rule heavy imports from the 
United States, this year’s harvests 
will be so abundant that in some 
parts of the republic farmers will 
be faced with the problem of how to 
sell their produce, according to this 
official. He gave statistics from 
many States where the principal in- 
dustry is wheat raising, reporting 
that the crops would be magnificent. 

Coincident with this, the press here 
publishes an announcement evidently 
emanating from an official source 
that the immense Calles Dam, which 
the White Engineering Corporation 
is constructi under supervision of 
the National Irrigation Commission, 
will soon be practically completed. 

The Excelsior says that project will 
soon begin to show some return for 
the general economic benefit of the 
republic, 

The Calles Dam will store 350,000,- 
000 cubic meters of water in a basin 
with a maximum depth of sixty 
meters. It will effectively irrigate 
about 20,000 hectares. 

Great efforts hav? been made to 
enable President Calles to perform 
the opening ceremony before his 
term of office expires this year. All 
circles agree that completion of this 
work will be one of the first and 
greatest steps in placing Mexico on a 
self-sustaining food basis, and that it 
will provide new irrigated lands on 
which colonists can be placed. This 
would go far toward solving the 
grave labor problem which has af- 
fected Mexican-American relations 
through immigration.

AYRES FINDS PRICE 
OF STOCKS A RECORD 


Costs Are Now 91 Per Cent. 
of Those of Bonds, Against 
Average of 72, He Says. 


END OF BOOM NOT IN SIGHT 


Speculative Wave Will Subside, He 
Estimates, Only When It 
Commits Suicide. 


Stock market speculation has ex- 
tended to all parts of the country 
and drawn in all classes of the pop- 
‘ulation, so that it now takes six 
hours for the tickers to print a rec- 
ord of the trading done in five hours, 
and takes six days for the clerks in 
brokerage offices to do the book- 
keeping relating to the transactions 
of five days, says Colonel Leonard 
P. Ayres, Vice President of the 
Cleveland Trust Company. 





“Increasing thousands of first- 


time speculators are watching their 
paper profits mount and are con- 
cluding that any one who works for 
a living is a boob,’’ he continues. ‘‘It 
is almost literally true that great 
waves of speculation like the pres- 
ent one cannot be killed off; they 
have to commit suicide. They do it 
by generating the belief that specu- 
sea is the quick and easy road to 
riches. 


Like Boom in Florida. 


‘“‘How much longer this market may 
run is as impossible to predict as 
was the duration of the Florida 
boom, and for similar reasons. The 
leading stocks in this market, taken 
as a group, now yield in dividends 
about half as much as it costs to 
carry them on margin. Speculators 
think they are discounting the future 


earnings of the prosperous com- 
panies. In the bull markets of the 
past thirty years the prices of groups 
of stocks have repeatedly been car- 
ried up to levels quite out of rela- 
tionship to their earnings or their 
dividends. This has happened with 
the express companies, the rails, 
the coppers, the oil and the equip- 
ments. The records show that these 
extreme price advances have always 
turned out to be based on belated 
recognitions of past performances 
rather than on prophetic apprecia- 
tion of future possibilities. 

‘‘When judged solely on an income 
basis, most of even the highest grade 
investment stocks are never as 
costly as high grade bonds, although 
individual issues may at times sell 





at such high prices as to yield even 
less than the best bonds. 

“The cost of the stocks that would 
yield the same amount as the high- 
grade rail bonds has always been well 
below that of the bonds. It has 
fluctuated between 55 and 91 
cent. of the bond prices and has 
averaged about 72 per cent. as much. 
It has always risen above 80 in the 
bull markets and sometimes fallen to 
60 in the most severe of the bear 
markets. 


Highest Level Ever Reached. 


‘Probably this sort of comparison 
furnishes the best sort of basis for 
judging how high stock prices really 
are. At present they are up to 91 
per cent. of the bond prices. This is 
the highest level ever reached. In 
1902 they climbed to 87 per cent., in 
1909 they got up to 89 per cent. and 
ten years later, in 1919, they reached

PRICES ADVANCE 


Operations of Professional 
Leaders and an Oversold 
Market Are Features. 


CLOSE IS NEAR THE TOP 


Pressure Is in Evidence in Corn 
and After a Slump Values 
Move Higher.

CHICAGO, May 15.—The wheat 
market eased slightly in the early 
trading. Liquidation has apparently 
run its course, and active buying 
credited to a leading local operator 
absorbed the surplus in the pit and 
advanced prices rather sharply. The 
finish was about at the top, with 
net gains of 2% to 2% cents. There 
was heavy buying of futures here 
against sales at Winnipeg to close

COL. COOPER URGES 
SOVIET RECOGNITION 


Russia Willing to Accept Our 
Conditions, He Tells Building 
Trades Credit Men. 


LAUDS MOSCOW’S PROGRAM | 3 


Change In Attitude Toward Private 
Property Will Come From 
Within, He Declares. 


“The great cry in Russia today is 
for American help in the develop- 
ment of its natural resources,” said 
Colonel Hugh L. Cooper, hydroelec- 
trical engineer, addressing the mem- 
bers of the Credit Association of the 
Building Trades of New York on 
*"The Russian Situation,” yesterday 
at the Hotel McAlpin. » 

Robert C. Post, President of the 
Association, introduced Colonel 
Cooper, who has designed and con- 
structed power plants in four conti- 
nents totaling more than $230,000,- 
000, and has been doing work for the 
Lag Government since August, 

Colonel Cooper declared that the 
United States should recognize Rus- 
sia in full accord with the require- 
ments of the State Department. The 
Soviets had purchased in the United 
States in the past five years, he 
said, more than $200,000,000 of raw 
material and manufactured goods 
without defaulting on a payment, so 
far as he could ascertain, and with- 
out the employment of graft. 

‘Tt is my opinion,”’ ord Colonel 
Cooper, ‘‘that the greatest stumbling 
block in the world today to an effec- 
tive and practical world peace is to 
be found in the proper understand-| ¢ 
ing of the Russian situation. Most 
of the writers and correspondents 
and most of the present-day writers 
in publications stayed in Russia only 
a short time. 

“The Communist Party have 
worked out an extensive plan for the 
Salvation of Russia, and that they 
already have performed a miracle in 
Fhe yr law and order out of chaos, 
in having 90,000,000 peasants fairly 
well satisfied with their condi- 
tions for the first time in their lives, 
in starting an educational program 
they never before enjoyed, and a lot 
of other accomplishments of which 
they may be justly proud, no one 
can deny. 

4e 5 firmly believe, however, that in 
spite of their achievements up to 
date, they will have to modify in a 
very substantial way their attitude 
toward private capital, but these 
modifications, I am equally sure, 
will come gradually from within and 
not be dictated from without. 

“The first important move that is 
mecessary is the recognition of Rus- 
sia by the United States Government 
on a basis that is constructive and 
fair to us both. I am in full accord 
with our State Department in their 
requirement that the Russians must 
stop the activities of the Third In- 
ternational; must agree to the pay- 
ment of the Kerensky debt, and must 
recompense American property own- 
ers whose holdings in Russia were 
—s by the present Govern- 
ment. 

*‘IT was told by Premier Rykoff that 
bee Russians are ready to make such 

an agreement, and I believe that if 
official Washington will sit down and 
talk the whole situation over very 
thoroughly a basis of agreement can 
be completed that will stand up and 
result in 140,000,000 people in Russia 
and 120,000,000 people in the United 
States becoming permanent friends 
and permanent workers in a pro- 
gram that would stabilize our world 
situation better than can be accom- 
plished in any other way.”’ 


GARMENT UNION ISSUE ON. 


Opposition at Boston Accepts Sig- 
man if It Gets Secretaryship.

BOSTON, May 15.—The official 


business at the session of the nine- 
teenth biennial convention of the In- 
ternational Ladies Garment Work- 
ers’ Union today was the report of 
the committee on unemployment in- 
surance and old age pensions.

Merchandise.’ 

“The way an apartment is planned, 

om way things are laid out, makes 

all the difference between pleasure 
and difficulty,’’ Mr. Simonson said. 
“The groun plan of a home is one 
of the most essential features to be 
considered, for we are concerned 
about the accessibilit of the differ- 
ent rooms.’” He said Grand Central 
Station is a cianene example of 
architectural anning, citing the 
ease with wieieks travelers find their 
way in it. 

‘‘What we try to do in stage set- 
tings is to dramatize the meaning of 
what the actors are doing.

Aldermen: of 2: Boroyghs Meet 
Defeat in Board on Plan.to 
Acquire ‘City-Owned Land. 


RUDD TO CONTINUE CONTEST. 


Bushwick Official, Will’ Protest to 
Sinking Fund Commission—Site - 
Is Wanted-for High School. 


Despite opposition by members 
from Brooklyn and Queens, who op- 
posed ‘‘any more cemetery: land’’ in 
those boroughs, the Board of Alder- 
men yesterday adopted a resolution 
permitting. the..Mount Hope .Ceme- 
tery Associatior? to proceed with its 
plan to ask the Sinking: Fund Com- 
mission to set aside city-owned land 
at Jamaica Avenue and. Enfield 
Street, Queens, as an addition to its 
cemetery. 

Alderman Stephen A. Rudd of 
Bushwick argued against the project 


and announced he would continue 
the fight when the application 
comes before the Sinking Fund 
Commission. He said residents of 
the locality wanted the property 
used for a new high school or a play- 
ground. The site consists of about 
twenty acres adjoining the present 
roy cota © Most of it is now assigned 
to the Board of Education. It for- 
merly was the site of. the. City 
Truant Home, which was partly 
destroyed by fire. 

Charles A. McManus, Vice Chair- 
man of the board, who introduced 
the resolution, explained that it did 
not grant the land to the cemetery, 
but merely gave the cemetery asso- 
ciation permission to advertise its 
application in the newspapers pre- 
liminary to filing it with the Sinking 
Fund Commission. 

Alderman Rudd replied that the 
resolution would give the impression 
that the officials were committed to 
the cemetery extension and urged 
that the board use its power to kill 
the proposal, but it adopted the reso- 
lution by a vote of 30 to 17. Alder- 
men from. Manhattan, the Bronx and 
Richmond voted for it. 

Alderman John J. Lenihan of Rich- 
mond Hill, acting for Borough Presi- 
dent Patten of Queens, introduced a 
resolution providing for the selection 
of a site on Sutphin Boulevard, be- 
tween Jamaica and Hillside Avenues, 
Jamaica, for the -proposed new 
Queens County Court House. He 
asked that it be put on the calendar 
for the meeting next Tuesday. 


TWO 4-LANE HIGHWAYS 
ALONG RIVERS URGED 


Collier Would Extend Roads From 
Battery to Seventy-second St. 
for Traffic Relief. 





Two four-lane highways for local 
and express automobile traffic, ex- 
tending from the Battery to Seventy- 
second Street along the Hudson and 
East River waterfronts, to be acces- 
sible after midnight for heavy truck- 
ing, offers the only solution at pres- 
ent for the city’s traffic problem, 
according to a talk by Barron Collier 
broadcast last night over radio sta- 
tion WOR. 

Mr. Collier, who as Special Deputy 
Police Commissioner four years ago 
organized the Bureau of Public 
Safety, said last night that the two 
waterfront highways. he proposes 
would be 125 feet wide. The four 
lanes would be divided by parapets. 
One outside lane would be for slow- 
moving northbound passenger cars, 
one for slow-moving southbound 
traffic. The two middle lanes would 
be for express traffic, one-for north- 
bound and one for southbound cars. 

Bridges would allow pedestrians a 
chance to cross streets above the 
moving traffic and at every fourth 
block there would be a. signal tower 
to regulate the movement of all ve- 
hicles. a eels ; 

“Freight carrying trucks could 
change their time: of ‘leaving other 
cities so as to arrive in New York 
after’ midnight,’’ Mr. Collier said. 
“Thus they would utilize our then 
practically vacant streets and save 
considerable sums in. the . unob- 
structed deliver wy of their cargoes to 
warehouses and freight terminals of 
both railroad and: steamship com- 
panies to which a great part is con- 
signed. 

“What applies to this tremendous 
volume from beyond Manhattan 
Island “snes also to much of our 
local deliveries and collections, such 
as deliveries of structural steel, and 
many other heavy building materials, 
of coal, and the collection of‘ ashes 
and garbage. 

“During daytime, these great con- 
courses could be used by other heavy 
trucking, thus taking this truckin 
off Broadway, and all paralle]_ nort 
and-south bound streets, and. leaving 
these streets for the faster moving 
vehicular. traffic.’’

Albert S..Bard of 25 Broad Street, 
Treasurer of the Fine Arts Federa- 
tion of New York, declared yester- 
day that on behalf of the federation 
he would register formal objection 
tomorrow -before the Board of Esti- 
mate against Borough President 
Julius Miller’s project ‘for an ‘ele- 
vated express highway to skirt the 
Hudson . waterfront north - of Canal 
Street.

“Over the Thirtieth Street and Six- 
tieth Street yards of the New York 
Cent: 1, which both interrupt the 
marginal way, an elevated highway 
is necessary. We do not object to 
that. The objection is to the s ee) « 
of the wide way. The west side im- 
provement plan is the biggest thing 
the city has undertaken since it laid 
out Central Park and, possibly, 
Riverside. At a hearing before the 
Mayor and the Board of Estimate, 
on April 26, representatives of the 
Fine Arts Federation, the Citizens 
Union and other organizations urged 
the appointnient of an architect and 
a landscape architect to advise and 
confer with the engineer in the 
working out of the plan. — 

‘“‘Mayor Walker’s resolution dis- 
poses of the upper:end of the ‘project 
above Seventy-second Street, accept- 
ing, as it does, the compromise plan 
worked out by the engineers as a 
basis of discussion. Andon this upper 
end we have the reiterated assur- 
ance of the Mayor that he would take 
up the matter of a competent archi- 
tectural adviser and landscape archi- 
tect adviser.
